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300 ask special 
election to fill 
Missing's seat

More than 300 Wheeling residents are 


asking that tho village board call a spe- 
cial election to fill the trustee seat va- 
cated by Richard Missing earlier this 
month. 


Maureen Pitt, 294 W. Strong St., Mon- 


day night presented the board with peti- 
tions signed by more than 300 persons 
calling for a special election instead of 
an appointment by the board. This is the 
first action taken by any village resi- 
dents since Missing announced his deci- 
sion not to take office. 


Missing vacated his new position to 


prevent a conflict between his job and 
Illinois law. Ho Is employed as manager- 
buyer at Marks Drugs, a store that sells 
liquor. State law prohibits any elected 
municipal official from sale or dis- 
tribution of liquor. 


The signatures of several candidates 


and members of the Wheeling Indepen- 
dent Party (WHIP) appeared on the peti- 
tions. Newly elected Trustee Don Jack- 
son also signed the petition. 


Sheila Schultz, who served as WHIP 


campaign manager for last month's vil- 


Carpeting not up 
to school board 
quality standards 


About 0,200 square yards of burnt-or- 


ange carpeting has been delivered to 
Buffalo Grovo High School and, according 
to Dlst. 214 Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
bcr. It ravels. 


Weber told the Dlst. 214 board that the 


carpeting, scheduled for Installation in 
the classroom areas of Buffalo Grove, 
apparently docs not meet the quality 
specified by the district when It agreed 
to purchase it. 


Weber said somo of the carpet hod al- 


ready been Installed In the school when a 
laboratory report was received by the 
district Indicating It Is not as sturdy as 
the district required. 


The carpet was manufactured by the 


Lee Company, Weber sold, and the com- 
pany has said It will send representatives 
to tho district to check on tho problem. 
"They seemed as surprised as we were," 
ho said. "We have no indication that 
there was any effort on their part to pull 
a fast one." 


THE CARPET WAS manufactured In 


a special run for Dlst. 214, Weber said, 
so even If tho carpet company agrees to 
replace It, "I don't see how they can 
meet our schedule." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said no one 


knows at this point what sort of delay In 
completing tho high school may be in- 
volved because of the carpet problem. 
Ho said the- main problem will be in- 
stalling movcable walls In classroom 
areas that ordinarily are installed after 
tho carpet has been put In. 


"If there Is too long a delay," Gilbert 


said, "we'll probably have to open school 
without carpeting and clean as best we 
can." 


lage election, previously stated that her 
party favored holding a special election 
to fill Missing's vacancy. Jackson has 
also said he favors a special election 
rather than appointment. 


IN PRESENTING the petitions to the 


board, Mrs. Pitt noted that the signa- 
tures represented nearly 10 per cent of 
the number of voters in last month's vil- 
lage election. 


"We hope the board will take this Into 


consideration when you make your deci- 
sion," Mrs. Pitt said. 


Tho board delayed discussion of what 


action to take In filling the vacancy be- 
cause Village Pres. Ted Scanlor. was ab- 
sent from the meeting. Trustee Ron 
Bruhn asked that discussion be tabled 
until Scanlon was present. 


Last week, the board delayed dis- 


cussion so the village attorney could pre- 
pare a legal opinion in the matter. In his 
report, presented Monday, Village Atty. 
Paul Hamer said the board had three 
possible courses of action. 


Hamcr said the board could either al- 


low the scat to remain vacant, call a spe- 
cial election or appoint a trustee to serve 
until the next village election in 1975. 


IF THE SEAT remains vacant, out- 


going trustee Mlchal Valenza will contin- 
ue to sit on the board. By law, outgoing 
trustees are not relieved of their duties 
until their successors take office. 


When contacted yesterday, Scanlon 


said he did not know when the board 
would take action to fill the vacancy. He 
said the board would probably discuss 
the matter at the next board meeting 
Monday, since there will be no meeting 
the following week because of Memorial 
Day. 


Scanlon has indicated he favors ap- 


pointing Al Lang to fill the vacancy until 
the next village election. Lang lost elec- 
tion to Missing by only three votes. Scan- 
Ion said that since Lang was the next 
highest vote-getter in last month's elec- 
tion, It would be reasonable to appoint 
him to fill Missing's seat.

Opposition to flammable liquids plant here mounts 


Opposition Is mounting to the proposed 


relocation in Wheeling of Sunnyslde 
Products Inc., a Chicago firm that pack- 
ages flammable liquids. 


Esther Davis, 15 E. Jeffey Ave., said 


she has already collected the signatures 
of 500 persons who oppose the plant's 
move to Wheeling. She said she plans to 
continue circulating her petitions and 
will present them to the village board 
when the matter is discussed. 


The zoning board last month recom- 


mended granting a variation that would 
allow the plant to store highly flammable 
liquids In underground tanks and to pro- 
cess these liquids from above-ground 
tanks. 


If the variation is granted by the vil- 


lage board, Sunnyside plans to construct 
a new plant in the Wheeling Industrial 
Park on Carpenter Avenue. 


MRS. DAVIS said the residents who 


signed the petition are concerned about 
the possibility of an explosion caused by 
the handling of volatile liquids at the 
plant. She said people also have ex- 
pressed concern over air pollution and 
bad odors emanating from the plant. 


According to Mrs. Davis, residents are 


worried about the possibility of jets from 
Pal-Waukee Airport crashing into the 
plant, and the plant's closeness to Mark 
Twain School. 


Mrs. Davis said some residents were 


fearful of prairie fires which she said 
"kids set all the time." She added that 
the village should also look Into the pos- 
sibility of seepage from the underground 
tanks into the village water system. 


"If they don't flood us, they're going to 


asphyxiate us," she said. "And If they 


don't asphyxiate us, 
blow us all to hell."

MRS. DAVIS said if a fire did break 


out at the plant, the fire department did 
not have the manpower to control the 
fire in time to prevent a massive ex- 
plosion. 


Other residents also notified the village 


board of their objections to the plant. In 
four different letters to the board, resi- 
dents complained of bad odors, air pollu- 
tion, the possibility of explosion and the 
unhealthy effect on persons with al- 
lergies. 


Jenne Hernandez, 8 E. Jeffrey Ave., 


said in her letter to the board that the 
fumes' from the plant will make her 111. 
"I happen to suffer from many allergies 
and am a 'chemically sensitive* patient, 
and I will become deathly ill if this plant 
Is allowed to build here," she said. 


Mrs. Hernandez said her doctor will be 


writing to the board to explain the prob- 
lems the Sunnyside plant could cause for 
chemically sensitive persons. 


MR. AND MRS. D. THOMAS. 80 E. 


Jeffrey Ave., also objected to the plant's 
proposed move to Wheeling. "Besides the 
obvious danger of explosion, which no 
matter how strict they are in their safety 
codes, will exist, there will surely be 
chemical odors from the building which 
will add to the pollution of the air," they 
wrote. 


A third resident told the board that she 


had moved from Chicago to get away 
from the same problems that the Sunny- 
side plant would cause. 


Mii Davis said she expected the board 


to receive more letters opposing the 
plant before the next board meeting. 


Village waives 
bidding on 
gas purchases

Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


has taken steps to correct an Illegal buy- 
ing situation caused by rising gasoline 
prices. 


Passolt asked the village board Mon- 


day night to waive competitive bidding 
for gas purchases until the current gas 
shortage ends. He said a recent two-cent 
per gallon increase in gas prices for the 
village has put the latest gas purchases 
over the legal limit for buying without 
competitive bids. 


The board unanimously approved the 


request. 


By law, any purchase of more than 


$1,500 must be determined by com- 
petitive bidding. Wheeling has not been 
going for bid on its gas purchases be- 
cause in the past no single purchase cost 
more than $1,500. 


MOST VILLAGES, however, go for bid 


for their gas supply. Instead of applying 
the $1,500 limit to individual purchases, 
these villages view the total amount 
spent on gas for the fiscal year. 


In Buffalo Grove, for example, the vil- 


lage holds a two-year contract with Bell 
Finer Fuels. Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 
Dan Larson said he has been assured the 
village will receive as much gas as it 
needs. 


Since Wheeling does not have a con- 


tract for its gas purchases, the village 
has no guarantee that its supplier will 
continue to provide gas if the shortage 
becomes worse. "Right now I'm sort of 
a surplus customer," Passolt said. 


Wheeling uses the same system of 


stringing its purchases for rock salt dur- 
ing the winter months. 


PASSOLT SAID that while he would 


now like to go for bid on village gas pur- 
chases, the current gas shortage makes 
competitive bidding impossible. 


"I am afraid that if we went to bid not 


only would we fall to receive any bids, 
but we might lose our present suppliers," 
he said. "This would result in paying 
considerably higher prices for gasoline If 
it necessitated buying at local gas sta- 
tions." 


Wheeling uses about 7,000 to 8,000 gal- 


lons of gas each month. The gas costs 24 
cents per gallon for regular and 26 cents 
per gallon for premium. Wheeling also 
buys its gas from Bell Finer Fuels. 


The manager said he could bring the 


gas purchases within the $1,500 limit i! 
he reduced the volume of each gas pur- 
chase. He said, however, this will in- 
crease the price of the gas bought by the 
village. 


PASSOLT SAID he had not considered 


it necessary to use competitive bidding 
for gas purchases in the past because the 
village was getting. good service and 
good prices. 


"In checking with the other commu- 


nities, we were right in line, so there was 
no reason to go to bid," he said. 


He said he will go for bid on gasoline 


purchases as soon as the market stabi- 
lizes. He added this will protect the vil- 
lage from a similar Illegal buying situ- 
ation in case of future gas shortages. 


Passolt said, however, he thought the 


$1,500 limit on purchases without com- 
petitive bidding was too low. He said he 
would like to see the state law changed 
to allow higher priced purchases without 
the required competitive bidding. 


."I would think it could go up to $4,000 


or $5,000 pretty easily without causing 
any problem," Passolt said. He is plan- 
ning to check with state representatives 
in the area to see if the law can be 
changed.

request is granted by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. The utility filed a 
request with the commission yesterday 
for an average 12.6 per cent boost In 
electric service charges. 


Construction costs and the need to nt- 


tract capital to finance these projects 
was cited by Edison chairman Thomas 
G. Ayors In the bid for added revenues of 
approximately $147 million a year. He 
said the company's net gain would be 
reduced to approximately $68 million an- 


nually after federal and state income 
taxes and other taxes arc paid." 


"Since the beginning of 1971 we have 


enlarged our plant facilities by almost $1 
billion and Incurred heavy additional in- 
terest charges, maintenance expenses, 
payroll costs and taxes," Ayrs said. 
Power plants cost three times what they 
did a few years ago, he said. 


Adequate earnings are Important in fi- 


nancing the company's continuing con- 
struction program to serve the needs of 
some 2.6 million customers, he contin- 
ued. The construction program of some 
$4 billion In expenditures, includes $273 


million for environmental facilities, over 
the 1973 to 1977 period. More than $3 bil- 
lion must be raised by selling securities 
to the public during this period, he said.

Legal advice on federal housing slated

Legal advice for purchasers of feder- 


ally financed housing will be available 
soon under a Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and Chicago Bar As- 
sociation program. 


The Chicago office of HUD and the 


Young Lawyers' Section of the CBA are 
co-sponsoring the program which will pro. 
vide legal counseling for a $15 fee. Po- 
tential homcbuycrs will be advised on 
the terms of the contract, the recourse 
available If they have a complaint about 
their house, and the Information they 
should bo aware of before buying. 


According to Frcdric Wclnstcln of the 


Young Lawyers' Section, this information 
Includes the proximity of schools, parks 
and other facilities. HUD has prepared a 
200-ltcm checklist for the lawyers to re- 
fer to, Including such things as taxes on 
the house and flooding conditions, she 
said. 


JOHN WANER, area director of HUD, 


said many buyers are unsophisticated 
and unaware of the possible pitfalls fac- 


ing them. The program will help prevent 
the large number of foreclosures on Fed- 
eral Housing Administration (FHA)-fi- 
nanced homes, Waner said. 


All sales contracts for FHA-financed 


homes will contain a provision, Welnstein 
said, that the contract may be revoked 
within 10 days if an attorney advises a 
problem exists. The rider will tell per- 
sons they can call the CBA and be re- 
ferred to a lawyer if they do not know 
one. 


Purchasers will also be advised in this 


rider' to contact a lawyer before signing 
the sales contract, Welnstein said. Over 
100 layers will participate in the pro- 
gram, receiving the $15 fee for their ser- 
vices, he added. 


A training session will be held at 4 


p.m. Wednesday at the CBA for the law- 
yers. They will be briefed on the various 
home mortgage programs of HUD. 'The 
complaint procedure followed after a 
home is purchased will also be ex- 
plained, a spokesman for HUD said. 


NEWLY CONSTRUCTED homes aro 


covered by the builders' warranty during 


the first year, she said. If HUD is in- 
formed that the builder is not making 
repairs covered by the warranty, HUD 
can refuse to do further business with 
him. 


If a home Is no longer covered by the 


builder's, warranty but less than four 
years old, HUD will send out an in- 
spector upon receiving a complaint of a 
structural defect, she said. After in- 
spection, the government will pay for au- 
thorized repairs, she added. 


In existing homes purchased with an 


FHA mortgage, there is no recourse if a 
person has a complaint about a house 
after he has purchased it.

The entire 10.4 per cent rate hike 
had been originally requested by the util- 
ity in January, 1971. 


The commission may schedule hear- 


ings on Edison request within 30 days. A 
maximum 11-month period to conduct 
hearings and reach a decision would fol- 
low. 


The downstate areas of Lincoln and Al- 


bion were not included in the rate in- 
crease request. 


Among the current Edison construction 


projects are Units I and II at the Zion 
nuclear power station near Waukegan. 
As licensing hearings, before the Atomic 
Energy Commission resumed yesterday, 
an Edison spokesman said the operation 
of Unit I will affect the utility's ability to 
meet all customer needs this summer. 
During the peak load period, usually be- 
tween June and August, the utility needs 
14 per cent reserve capacity to handle 
breakdowns and other problems, the 
spokesman said. Only an 8 per cent re- 
serve is now available. 


THE EDISON request follows on the 


heels of last week's announcement by 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. (NI-Gas) that it 
intends to apply for Its first general rate 
increase In 20 years. The natural gas 
utility request may not be filed until lat- 
er this year, and specific rate increase 
have not been announced. 


The curtailment of gas as supply has 


prevented NI Gas from absorbing the 
added costs of doing business, according 
to C. J. Gauthier, chairman and presi- 
dent. The utility wants to cut off all ser- 


vice to Commonwealth Edison and to 
limit the supplies to many other large 
users in order to bolster its supplies for 
residential and other customers. ICC 
hearings on the proposal will continue in 
Chicago Monday.

brother, George, who lived at 1918 Ban- 
bury Ln., Inverness. George Jnyne was 
killed by a single shot from a high-pow- 
ered rifle through a basement window of 
his homo. The jury found Barnes qullty 
of firing the fatal shot Oct. 28,1970. 


During the four-week trial. LaPlaca 


admitted, under oath, he lied when he 
told the grand jury he did not know

Ivnn Mclnar looks like a lumberjack 


and Indeed ho Is one. 


Clad In a blue flannel shirt, blue jeans 


and boots, his rugged, swarthy stature 
suggests a life portrait of the old Paul 
Ounyan-stylc, northern Michigan back- 
woods man — a tradition that has been 
In the Mclnar family for generations. 


"I chopped down my first tree when I 


was about six years old," said the 26- 
year-old Mclnar Friday, while visiting 
his sister, Mrs. Lcn demons, 437 Walnut 
Ct., DCS Plaincs. 


Molnar has felted many a tree near his 


father's small farm about 25 miles cast 
of Escanaba, Mich. 


A physical education major at an Es- 


canaba Community College, Mclnar still 
spends a good 40 hours a week in the 
woods. 


AFTER SCHOOL, on the weekends and 


during the summer, he takes his axe and 
Swedish sow searching for the big pine 
and rare white cedars to chop and sell to 
nearby mills, where the trees will be pul- 
ped and mode Into paper. 


According to Mclnar, the days of the 


old lumborjacklng camps in the north 
woods arc a thing of the past except for 
a few Canadian Indian lumber gangs still 
in the area. 


Many men, he sold still earn a living 


as lumberjacks. Paid on what they pro- 
duce, a good lumberjack can earn $35 to 
$40 per day.

LAST WEEK the village approved an

The agree- 
ment came after more than a year of 
negotiations. Although the lake will be on 
private property, It will be maintained 
by the village. 


The lake, which will have a capacity 


for about 16 million gallons of water will 
reduce the amount of water running into 
the White Pine ditch and Buffalo Creek 
during heavy rainstorms. 


At present, the White Pine ditch often 


overflows its banks and floods some 
backyards during severe storms. Larson 
said the lake will not eliminate water 
from the ditch, but should prevent flood- 
Ing. 


WATER THAT NOW flows into the 


White Pine ditch will be caught by the 
new storm sewers being installed on 
Dundee Road. From there It will be 
routed Into the retention lake. 


The water will be held in the retention 


lake until the danger of flooding is 
passed. It will then be released under 
controlled conditions into Buffalo Creek 
cast of the golf course. 


The Wheeling drainage ditch, which is 


a continuation of Buffalo Creek, will also 
receive less water as a result of the re- 
tention lake, thus helping Wheeling's 
flood problems.

Automation, he said, has shown itself 


In the reaches of the backwoods. Many 
woodsmen now use power saws to cut 
down trees. "Except for older people like 
my father. He's 73 and still uses a hand 
axe all the time." 


The lumberjack usually rises each day 


before the crack of dawn. "Sometimes I 
sleep late though," he said "and don't 
get up until six in the morning."' 


To sustain him through the day's toil, 


he eats a hearty breakfast, the main 
meal of the 'day, 'usually consisting of 
whole wheat cereal, wheat cakes with 
homemade syrup, bacon and eggs. He es- 
timated an average lumberjack break- 
fast may consist of up to 6,000 calories. 


AS HIS FATHER and grandfather did 


for years before him, he begins the day's 
work chopping- trees and splitting rails 
straight through until dusk. 


He may stop in mid-afternoon for a 


short break or to share a morsel of food 
with a hungry deer. 


Melnar said he has never been both- 


ered by a bear while working. "Usually, 
they're Just as scared of you as you are 
°[, them." Wolves, and the belligerent 
Michigan Wolverine, he said are rarely 
seen. 


Melnar especially likes to work in the 


cold weather characteristic of northern 
Michigan. "A lot of the trees I cut are In 
a swampy area. When the ground is soft 
it's almost impossible to get a footing but 
when it's frozen it's more like a cement 
floor." 


IT IS NOT uncommon for Melnar to 


work an entire day without seeing anoth- 
er person. But if he knows someone is 
near after he has finished chopping a 
tree, the age-old law of the woods stiH 
applies. He must yell "timber." 


Melnar says he will live in a log cabin 


he built himself while continuing his 
studies next fall at Northern Michigan 
University. He hopes to teach physical 
education someday. 


"I'm going to enjoy living in the cab- 


in," he said. "It's so rustic and simple." 


While attending college Melnar will not 


be spending as much time lumberjacklng 
as he does now. But there are plenty of 
men who will continue with axe and saw 
as did their ancestors for hundreds of 
years. 


"Some of them may use power tools 


now," he said, "but the old image will 
never die." 


IN THE TRADITION of Paul Bunyan, 
tVan Melnar combs the north woods 
m search of white cedar and big 
pine. Melnar is following in the foot- 


steps of his father and grandfather 
as a lumberjack. Ha Is visiting a sis- 
ter in Das Plaines and will be here 
most of the summer.

School board 
raps pay for 
administrator 


A new High School Dist. 214 adminis- 


trative salary scale is going into effect, 
but the school board has balked at the 
possibility of giving one administrator a 
raise of $4,180 because of it. 


The board adopted the administrative 


salary plan in April after receiving a 
$16,000 consultant's report. The salary 
scale adopted by the board sets min- 
imum and maximum salaries for each 
administrative job classification. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board 


Monday that 14 of the district's 100 ad- 
ministrators are now paid salaries below 
the minimums established for their jobs. 
Gilbert recommended that the board 
bring the 14 up to the minimums effec- 
tive May 1. 


The raises, Gilbert said, would cost the 


district an extra $2,241 between now and 
July 1, the end of the fiscal year. In July, 
the board may approve a raise of the 
salary scale for the 1973-74 school year, 
Gilbert added. 


Board member Jack Costello, who was 


absent when the board adopted the scale' 
in April, objected to bringing the 14 up to 
the minimums in a single jump. "You 're- 
talking about very large raises for some 
people," Costello said. 


UNDER THE recommendation, the 


largest raise would have been given to 
Asst. Business Mgr. Jack Swanson, who 
is now paid $15,820. Under the new sala- 
ry scale, the minimum for his job is 
$20,000. 


Costello pointed out that if Swanson 


was given the $4,180 per year raise in 
May and the scale is then raised in July, 
he would once again be entitled to a 
raise to keep him at the minimum pay. 


"I don't think you can get a better fel- 


low than Jack for that job," Costello 
said, "but that's a lot of money. I don't 
think the assistant business manager's 
job is worth that much." 


OTHER BOARD members argued ttat 


the 14 administrators should be raised to 
the minimum salaries, although board' 
member Jack Matthews said he could 
understand why the board might limit 
the total raise anyone would receive in 
any one year as they were moved toward 
the minimum. 


"I wish we'd set a policy before this 


came up," Matthews said. "I can see 
how we could limit raises designed to 
eliminate inequities to 10 per cent a. 
year." 


The board finally agreed to the 10 per 


cent raise limit with the understanding 
that an employe 10 per cent or more be- 
low the minimum salary could receive, 
an annual merit increase at Gilbert's, 
recommendation in addition to the 10 per 
cent "inequity" increase. 


OF THE 14 employes below the min- 


imums only Swanson and two others, Re- 
gina Woolsoncroft, director of food ser- 
vices, and William Warner, assistant to' 
the superintendent, are more than 10 per- 
cent below. Swanson will receive an an- 
nual $1,582 raise effective May 1 and will - 
be eligible for a second 10 per cent raise 
July 1.

Their neighbors said the couple, both 


H2 years old, was friendly and frequently 
hml \lsltors. 


Andrews worked n« a manager for 


Miller Peerless Manufacturing Co., Chi- 
cago Ills wicf of six years was employed 
by Local Loan Co. for 27 years. 


They evidently had no financial wor- 


ries. The couple maintained several 
"large" bank accounts In the city and 
various suburbs. They also held stock In 
profitable companies. 


HUT THEN ON May 13. 1070, they dis- 


appeared. 


On that day, Andrews lunched with his 


brother-in-law, John nynak. He com- 
plained of not feeling well. Andrews re- 
turned to his office, but reportedly did no 
work the rest of (he day. 


He picked up Sophia at her office and 


d-ovc tn n cocktail parly at the Sheraton- 
Chicago, sponsored by the Women's Aux- 
iliary Beverage Institute. They remained 
from 0:13 until 0:30. 


The couple's fate bcglrs io cloud at 


this point. Several persons remember 
seeing the Andrews at the party, but few 
spoke with them. 


Most witnesses .said Sophia was In- 


toxicated when they left. In some reports 
Andrews was drunk; in others he was 
sober. 


The Andrews and another couple took 


the elevator to the underground garage 
and wailed for their cars. 


UllimiKIt ANDREWS was drunk be- 


fore he entered the car is an area of 
dispute. But, once he was behind the 
tthco1 he became loud and boisterous. 


The garage manager, concerned about 


Andrew's condition, asked if he was able 
to drhc. Andrews answered he was and 
promptly drove Into the garage door. 


He then drove from the garage, turn- 


ing south Into the northbound lane of 
North Michigan Avenue. 


Neither the Andrews nor the car was 


ever .seen again. 


Employers became suspicious when 


they did not report to work by Tuesday, 
May 10.

All police leads have gone nowhere for 


three jcars. The credit cards were never 
used, the car was never found.

Juckett bills would curb racing board powers 


The Executive Committee of the Illi- 


nois Hoiuo of Hcproscntatigcs will con- 
duct hearings tomorrow on two bills 
which their sponsor, Rep. Robert S. 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge, says would re- 
move much of the opportunity for bribe- 
ry and corruption which has character- 
ized the Illinois Racing Board In past 
years. 


The current chairman of the racing 


board, former State Rep. Anthony Sea- 
rlano, a Democrat from Chicago, nrpties 
however that the bills would encourage 
corruption at the tracks themselves. 


Juckett's bill would In effect reduce the 


racing board to a licensing agency, 
stripping it of its power to set dates on 
which each track in the state may con- 
duct racing meets. 


"The prime object of the bills," said 


Juckett, "Is to drastically reduce the op- 
portunities for bribery and Influence in 


the regulation of racing. It has been 
shown that the racing board's power has 
been viciously abused and corrupted." 


Assignment of race dates by the racing 


board, under the appointive control of 
the governor, was the crux of the bribery 
convictions of former Gov. Otto Kerner 
and his finance director, 
Theodore 


Isaacs, who were shown to have been 
given stock bonanzas from Arlington 
Park and other tracks for manipulating 
the dates. 


ACCORDING TO Juckett, "These three 


bills would bring free enterprise com- 
petition to racing. Racing would be much 
cleaner and more interesting to the rac- 
ing fans. Better horses would be brought 
to Illinois by virtue of true competition." 


Scarlano, however, says the bills would 


result In "ruinous competition."

SORUBGFUEKD (UPD-One repre-

It Is serious to 
those who don't have change." 


THAT REMARK, leading off nearly an 


hour of debate, set a humorous tone 
which later was inadvortanty picked up 
by Slcphan Karganovic, head of the 
Committee to End Pay Toilets In Amer- 
ica (CEPTA). 


No matter how Mann and Karganovic 


phrased their comments, they continued 
to draw laughter, rather than serious 
consideration, from committee members. 


Pay toilets, Karganovic said, are "an 


obstacle to a biological function. You 
may have $100 in your pocket. You may 


have $1,000. But if you don't have a 
dime, you're In trouble." 


The CEPTA head also charged that 


pay toilets arc an "act of discrimination 
against women. They have to pay twice 
as much since there arc no pay urinals." 


CHASTISING THE members of the 


committee verbally for their laughter, 
Karganovic continued, "if you make up 
your mind to consider this seriously, 
you will realize that for some people 
this is a dally Issue. A least once a day 
you may run into it." 


The laughter of committee members 


made little difference in the end, how- 
ever, despite the opposition of attorney 
for a lock company, a representative of 
Greyhound Bus Lines and the adverse 
comments of some committee members. 


The Greyhound representative argued 


revenue from pay toilets helped pay to 
keep Greyhound washrooms in service 
and helped prevent immoral acts and 
vandalism. 


"I believe it's not unreasonable to re- 


qulro a citizen to carry a dime," Kep. 
Roscoc Cunningham, R-Lawrcnccville, 
said. "I can't think of any better way 
they can spend their money."

listing his blood pressure, to be given to 
his private physician. 


When an individual's pressure is con- 


sidered high, he wilt be encouraged to 
consult with his physician as soon as pos- 
sible. However, more than one high read- 
ing is necessary before it can be deter- 
mined whether a person is hypertensive. 


CHEC statistics show that at least 20 


million Americans have high blood pres- 
sure and only a fourth of those are under 
treatment. 


Early detection in most cases permits 


control of the hypertension and lessens 
the probability of heart disease and 
stroke.

It can be 
caused by nervous tension and a varitty 
of disorders of the digestive tract, In- 
cluding hlatal hernia, and changes in the 
brain associated with fatty deposits in 
the arteries. 


Individuals past 80 often have poor cir- 


culation to the brain. There are so many 
changes which can occur in the brain 
and its control of the personality and 
functions of the entire body, that it is 
sometimes difficult to pinpoint them. 
Your sister may be responding less well 
to stress, and may be having changes in 
personality because of changes in her ar- 
teries. 
, 


It would be wise to have your sister 


checked carefully by a gastroenterolog- 
1st, a specialist in stomach problems. He 


could examine the status of her hiatal 
hernia to see If it is a contributing factor. 
If she has a fairly persistent one, lying 
flat at night may be causing her prob- 
lem. The acid digestive juices may be 
spilling back into the lower part of her 
esophagus, causing irritation of the eso- 
phagus and nausea. 


It is probably true that surgery isn't 


indicated in her age group. If the hiatal 
hernia is a problem, careful attention to 
medical management may help a great 
deal. This would include elevation of the 
head of the bed, small meals, neutral- 
ization of any excess acid she might 
have (this may not be a problem in her 
age group) avoiding anything tight 
around her waist, such as belts, clothing, 
girdles, and avoiding stooping. The doc- 
tor could advise her regarding the over- 
all aspects of living patterns to give her 
maximum benefits.

Maturity marks 


IHSA challenge 


During the last few weeks a 


group of students from Elk Grove 
HlKM School have been a respon- 
sible lesson In how to challenge 
established authority. 


The students, members of the 


Elk Grove student council and jazz 
band, have been trying to find a 
way for the school's jazz band to go 
to Mobile, Ala., to participate in a 
national jazz festival this June. 


Two student council members, 


William Bussc and Jeff Shcrpan, 
have gone so far as to contact the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
about the possibility of challenging 
an Illinois High School Association 
rule which prohibits the jazz band 
from going to Mobile. 


Later this week we will have a 


better idea of the outcome of this 
challenge, which Bussc and Slier- 
pan are pressing over the objec- 
tions of Elk Grove High School offi- 
cials. Even if the challenge fails, 
however, we believe Bussc, Sher- 
pan and the other students in- 
volved deserve praise for the re- 
sponsible way they have handled 
the situation. 


The student council representa- 


tives were contacted by jazz band 
members upset about the IHSA 
rule. Since then, Bussc and Sher- 
pan particularly have considered 
what must be done, have called a 
meeting of parents of jazz band 
members to ask for their support 
and received an ovation as well as 
support from the parents. 


While praising the students for 


the way they have worked on this 
problem, we note that the rule they 
are challenging seems to us to be 
open to challenge. 


The rule says students cannot 


miss school to go to any contest or 
non-competitive festival which is 
not sanctioned by the IHSA. It also 
prohibits the IHSA from sanction- 
ing any event which is sponsored 
by a group from outside the state if 
it requires students to miss school. 


The rule docs not prevent stu- 


dents from missing school to go on 
multi-state concert tours that don't 
involve participation 
with other 


music groups. It also docs not pre- 
vent the IHSA from sponsoring 
events in which students miss 
school. 


We don't necessarily want to en- 


courage high school bands or any 
other high school group to travel 
all over the country for all sorts of 
strange reasons. But the way the 
IHSA rule reads, we agree with the 
students that it seems to be incon- 
sistent and unfair. 


It may well be, as Busse point- 


ed out at a recent meeting, that 
even if a court overturns the IHSA 
rule the Elk Grove band won't be 
allowed to attend the Mobile festi- 
val. The High School Dist. 214 
school board and Elk Grove High 
School officials will have a strong 
voice in that decision — as they 
should. 


Even so, we think the IHSA rule 


is worth questioning. And we are 
glad the Elk Grove High School 
students are questioning it in a re- 
sponsible and intelligent way. 


Chinese will learn 


In its first European appearance, 


a basketball team from China de- 
feated its French opponents by 89 
to 86 in a game in Paris. The 
team's star player, Chao Liang- 
tsai, dwarfs many Western players 
at 6 feet 9 inches and 264 pounds. 


This Is newsworthy enough. But 


the interesting thing was the style 
of the Chinese. They unnerved 
their opponents by helping them up 


off the floor, carrying an injured 
Frenchman to the sidelines and 
bowing and apologizing to offi- 
cials for fouls.

The amount they 
were able to spend on elementary career 
education was small, amounting to an 
average of about 50 cents per child. 


That amount of money did not allow 


individual districts to make much of an 
impact, and so it was decided to request 
and utilize the state funds on a coopera- 
tive basis. The Northwest Educational 
Cooperative (NEC), which serves the 
schools by administrating many coopera- 
tive efforts, became the administrative 
agency for the career education coopera- 
tive known as Project EVE (Elementary 
Vocational Education). 


The goal of Project EVE is to provide 


assistance to the participating districts, 
which are 
Arlington Heights Public 


Schools, Dist. 25; Mount Prospect Public 
Schools, Dist. 57; Prospect Heights Pub- 
lic School, Dist. 23, Wheeling Community 
Consolidated Schools, Dist. 23, in their ef- 
forts to bring the career education con- 
cept to life in their schools. 


The elementary school's efforts are ex- 


tremely important to the career educa- 
tion thrust if the societal attitudes of 
which Mr. Frisby speaks are to be 
changed. 


Project EVE would like to say a public 


thank you,'therefore, to Mr. Frisby, who 
speaks only from a genuine concern for 
society, for the boost he has given to our 
cause. Career education, if it is to be- 
come the viable concept it must be to 
children and society, depends on tliis 
kind of community support for the 
schools as they undertake this effort!

scandal are increasingly felt at all levels 
of American society and through our ma- 
ny Institutions — and one such in- 
stitution where the shock waves are felt 
is American colleges. 


Mary II. Walte, an assistant professor 


of political sclencc'nt Harper College, of- 
fers today's "Public's Issue" column in 
that vein.

Teaching American government is an 


impossible task these days. Regardless 
of whether you happen to be talking 
about federal, state or local government, 
events outside the classroom are causing 
students to doubt the legitimacy of all 
the political institutions to such an extent 
that a discussion of their functions is al- 
most irrelevant. With the Watergate af- 
fairs on the federal level and the in- 
dictment and conviction of numerous 
public officials in the state of Illinois, the 
County of Cook and the City of Chicago, 
it becomes increasingly difficult to ex- 
amine the political system, as a whole or 
in parts. After all, a study of the various 
political processes appears to be an ex- 
ercise in futility when the validity of the 
entire system is being questioned. 


Considering the times and current at- 


mosphere, it is easy to see why students 
adopt a cynical attitude toward politics, 
whether it be in regards to a discussion 
of current events or the act of voting. 
Another response, which is equally un- 
derstandable, is apathy or indifference. 
Why bother to get involved in studying or 
participating in an area so tainted and 
corrupt?' Certainly there are more pro- 
ductive and 'rewarding ways to spend 
one's time. Finally, the most extreme re- 
sponse found among students, although 
not necessarily in a political science 
class due to the advanced stage of the 
distress, is political alienation. Students

holding this view find elections, political 
parties, public opinion, etc., a complete 
sham and farce. The latter prefer vio- 
lence or dropping out of the political pro- 
cess entirely as the only way of coping 
with the situation. 


Considering student disillusionment 


with politics today, it is Important to ex- 
amine the impact of the Watergate affair 
and other acts of political corruption to 
determine whether or not the credibility 
gap is justified and to find out whether 
or not their reactions are appropriate In 
light of the given events. 


First of all, the effect of Watergate and 


the other cases of improper actions by 
public officials can, in the long run, 
leave each of us with a healthy sense of 
skepticism about our political leaders. 
After all, our public officials are mere 
mortals and no different from men and 
women in private life. We have all been 
at fault by putting presidents, governors, 
mayors, etc., on a pedestal, expecting 
more from them than we do from indi- 
viduals in private business or other or- 
ganizations. This double standard has 
only perpetuated false images of our 
leaders which were bound to explode at 
one time or another. 


The media has also had their share in 


presenting the candidates and other offi- 
cials as superhuman and bigger than 
life. 


Political campaigns are no help in this 


process, especially in the Presidential 
campaigns where carefully staged ap- 
. pearances are a common event. Fallibil- 
ity inevitably means defeat as in the 
case of McGovern who changed his vice 
presidential choice and his views on cer- 
tain Issues. That is not allowed by the 
American public since expectations of 
political figures far exceed our ex- 
pectations of our own personal lives. We 
prefer, instead, to believe in imaginary, 
flawless Presidential types. 


People in other countries do not tend to 


be quite so naive or prudish about the 
wrongdoings of their political leaders. As 
a matter of, fact, the parliamentary sys- 
tem of government allows for a change 
in .the leadership at any time it seems 
necessary, rather than only once every 
four years. By failing to get a vote of 
confidence in the parliament, the cabinet 


resigns and a new leader of the same or 
different party tries to get the support of 
the parliament. Such a system by our 
standards is considered weak and un- 
stable, but it does seem to take into ac- 
count the possibility of political error to 
a greater extent than ours. 


Our everyday life experiences also 


reinforce the fact that people in authority 
are somehow different and better than 
we are. Students learn at an early age 
that their parents, teachers, policemen 
and religious leaders are supposed to 
have all the answers. Our democratic 
ideals are often spoken, but rarely prac- 
ticed. Thus, authoritarian patterns per- 
vade our lives. It is clear that as a 
society we do not treat or accept each 
other as equals and individuals. We pre- 
fer Idol worship and obedience rather 
than engaging in relationships which ac- 
knowledge rights and responsibilities. 


Secondly, when Watergate and other 


cases of corruption are put in per- 
spective, it becomes apparent that all 
leaders are not corrupt and dishonest. In- 
stead we have to discriminate between 
the good and the bad, the same as we do 
in making friends or in trusting cer- 
tain individuals. There are government 
officials at all levels who work hard and 
do their jobs admirably. There are lead- 
ers who do care and do watch out for the 
public interest. They may not make the 
front page, but we all can name several 
with whom we have come in contact. 


Our tendency is to simplify the com- 


plex political institutions which surround 
us. We focus on the federal government 
and especially on the President. Now that 
the White House staff has become in- 
volved in apparently illegal activities 
and maybe even the President himself, 
we assume that everyone down the line 
is rotten by association. In our private 
lives, we often discriminate between the 
person who may take advantage of us 
and the person who is honest. Although it 
may be harder to judge politicians, we 
have to do the best we can. This may 
mean admitting a bad choice every once 
in a white but not throwing in the towel 
altogether. 


F i n a l l y , in cases of 
official 


wrongdoings we usually have only our- 
selves to blame. Our lack of interest and 


our lack of knowledge allows public offi- 
cials to operate in a power vacuum on 
the town, county or federal level. Tam- 
many Hall thrived on the ignorance of 
immigrants, who for language and other 
reasons could not follow politics. We, too, 
because of the many day-to-day demands 
on our lives, do not follow or use our 
political institutions, unless taxes, the 
draft, or something else personally af- 
fects us. Therefore, we should not be too 
surprised when our politicians are led as- 
tray. If we cared to find out what went 
on and what 'our representatives were 
doing, less abuse and more use could be 
made of our political processes. 


In conclusion, the present scandals 


which are making American politics dif- 
ficult to teach should in fact be helping 
us all to become more realisitic in terms 
of our political outlook. After all, there is 
a great deal to be said for the fact that 
numerous cases of political corruption 
are being disclosed and prosecuted, in- 
dicating in a real sense that the system 
is working.

LONDON — The price of gold splraled 


upward out of control to record new 
highs for the second consecutive day 
Tuesday, reaching $128.50 on ounce In 
Paris. The dollar rode the other end of 
the sec-saw and dropped to record lows. 


The $128.30-niH>unce price on the Paris 


gold market lasted only a moment and 
gold closed at $124.06. But this was still 
far higher than any previous price asked 
for the precious metal. The official price 
of gold Is onlv $42.22 an ounce. 


The turmoil on international money 


and metal markets recalled the situation 
last February just before the U.S. dollar 
was devalued by 10 per cent. Then, as 
now, gold zoomed arid the dollar plum- 
meted. An Influential French financial 
newspaper, Los Echos, speculated that 
the dollar might be devalued again. 


U.S. OFFICIALS In Washington have 


denied that any new devaluation is In the 
works and Herbert Stein, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers to 
President Nixon, told a meeting of busi- 
ness and banking leaders in Paris Tues- 
day he did not see another devaluation of 
the dollar In the near future. 


"I believe the present exchange rate 


for the dollar is appropriate," Stein said. 
"The system b essentially in balance. I 
don't like the use of the word crisis. It's 
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hard to tell what a crisis is any more." 


A devaluation makes foreign-made 


goods more expensive in the United 
States and this In turn affects the many 
domestic products which use foreign ma- 
terial somewhere in the production pro- 
cess. Devaluation also makes U.S.-made 
goods cheaper abroad and for this rea- 
son, many Europeans oppose a new de- 
valuation. 


DESPITE THE denials, fear of anoth- 


er devaluation prompted individuals and 
institutions, such as multinational corpo- 
rations and Middle East oil sheikhs, to 
dump their excess dollars and invest in 
gold. Middle East oil money was cited in 
particular as a strong source driving the 
price of gold upward. 


Little people also were involved. Or- 


ders for gold French coins, called Napo- 
leons, poured in from all sides and 25,000 
of them were sold for $27.55, up nearly 
$2. 


Gold fever extended to Asia. In Tokyo, 


the price of gold was well over $100 an 
ounce. 


On the main free bullion market in 


London, the price of gold was fixed at 
$110 on ounce, up $3 from the opening 
price. In the past seven market days, the 
gold price has climbed nearly 33 per cent 
on the London market.

Circuit overloads are fiery threat

There are two things you should know 


about room air conditioners before you 
buy one this season, or before you plug 
in the one you already own. 


One bit of information can help you 


save quite a few dollars every summer 
from now on. The other involves more 
than just a few dollars; nothing less, in 
fact, than the cost of your house or 
apartment being burned out. 


Every room conditioner now manufac- 


tured is rated on its "energy efficiency 
ratio," or E.E.R. It's a measure of how 
much electricity the unit consumes to ac- 
complish a given amount of cooling. In 
other words, Its efficiency. 


Between different makes of air condi- 


tioners — even between various models 
of the same manufacturer there's a good 
deal of variation in efficiency. A series of 
tests made last summer by a city pur- 
chasing department Indicated savings up 
to $30 a season in operating costs could 
result from using a conditioner with the 
best E.E.R. rating. 


ANY SALESMAN should be able to tell 


you what a unit's E.E.R. is. Dealers are 
furnished by the Home Appliance Manu- 
facturers Association with a directory 
showing E.E.R.S for all 1973 models. But 
there's always some salesman who didn't 
get the word. When you ask about the 
E.E.R. his answer will be, "Huh?" 


In that event, consult the plate or sti- 


cker which gives the essential informa- 
tion about the unit. One figure will show 
the B.T.U. rating — the cooling capacity. 
Another will give "watts" — the amount 
of electricity used. Divide B.T.U.s by 
watts and you have the E.E.R. 


The higher it is, the more efficient the 


conditioner Is. For example, you are 
comparing two makes, each rated at 
5,000 B.T.U.S. One consumes 710 watts, 
the other achieves the same cooling with 
625 watts. The first unit has an E.E.R. of 
7, the second is rated at 8. 


Last summer, when a "save a watt" 


campaign was being waged in New York 
City to avert threatened brownouts and 
blackouts, consumers were told that any 
unit with an E.E.R. below 6 was unnc- 
ceptably inefficient and wasted elec- 
tricity. In the purchasing tests, the low- 
est rated unit had an E.E.R. of 3.6 and 
the most efficient was rated at 12. 


So much for the savings afforded by 


superior efficiency — up to $30 on 1,500 
hours of operation during a summer sea- 
son. To avoid a major financial disaster, 
there are safety rules about electrical 
circuits that have become important 
recently. 


DURING THE single month of July 


last year, more than 400 fires in houses 
and apartments were found by the New 
York City Fire Department to be directly 
traceable to electrical systems over- 
loaded by air conditioners. 


Many overload problems are being 


caused by the recently marketed "por- 
table" air conditioners, city officials 
warned. Some ads tell you that the little 
conditioners "require no installation" — 
that you can just "plug li in anywhere 
and away you go." Yes, up In smoke, 
maybe, warned the city's Department of 
Consumer Affairs. 


It's true that the "portables" are low 


amperage units and will usually operate 
on a regular house circuit without blow- 
Ing a fuse. The trouble is that any air 
conditioner, large or small, makes a 
start-up demand on current that causes a 
surge in the wiring system. The same is 
true of any appliance with a fairly large 
motor — refrigerators, washing machin- 
es, dishwashers, etc. 


A house circuit already may be carry- 


Flood victims to get 


special tax benefits 


Victims of the March floods in Cook 


County are eligible for special tax bene- 
fits and may apply for them immediate- 
ly, according to Roger C. Beck, Northern 
Illinois district director of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Beck said taxpayers can deduct their 


disaster losses immediately by amending 
their 1972 federal income tax returns in- 
stead of waiting until next year. Fiscal 
year taxpayers may also deduct their 
losses on their preceding year's return, 
said Beck. 


Individual calendar year taxpayers 


have until April 15, 1974 to claim this 
year's losses on amended 1972 returns, 
he said. 


Amended returns should be filed on 


form 1040X. Taxpayers should write 
"Disaster Area Loss" on the top of the 
form, said Beck. The form should be 
mailed to the IRS Service Center, Box 
5130, Kansas City, Mo. 64132. 
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Ing a near-capacity load because of 
lights, radio, TV and other normal usage. 
If an air conditioner and another heavy 
appliance switch on at the same time, 
there's a good chance that the surge will 
exceed the limit for which the circuit Is 
fused. But fuses usually have a short 
time delay built in so that they won't 
blow when there's a brief, temporary 
surge. 


When a circuit repeatedly is subjected 


to such overloads wires can get hot 
enough to set wood and other flammable 
building materials smoldering. The fire 
can start anywhere in the house on that 
circuit — wherever Its "weakest link" 
happens to be, fire department officials 
explain. 


OR A FIRE may start in the appliance 


itself because it's not getting enough cur- 
rent from an overloaded circuit. It runs 


at less than rated speed and overheats. 
Fire can then brenk out in the motor 
windings of the appliance. 


It is in fact illegal to operate an air 


conditioner unit — either regular or 
"portable" — on anything but what elec- 
tricians call a "home run" circuit, if 
your community has a first rate elec- 
trical code. Such a circuit Is a single line 
running directly from the circuit box to 
an air conditioner outlet. There is no way 
to plug any additional appliances into the 
circuit and it's separately fused. 


You can probably get away indefinitely 


with violations of the code — or just plug 
your conditioner in anywhere, If your lo- 
cal code doesn't prohibit it — but you 
may pay an extremely high price for it, 
some hot summer day when your wiring 
system is overloaded.

They are young and inexperienced. 


Buyers are not aware yet of their de- 
signs, but the originals fashioned by stu- 
dents of the Harper Fashion Design pro- 
gram are unique and inventive. 


Representing a year's worth of study 


and planning, the garments are steps to- 
ward turning their creators into profes- 
' sionals of the fashion world. 


At the beginning of this month a panel 


of judges selected the top designs from 
among a possible 250 garments made by 
90 freshman and sophomore students. 
They will be modeled at the annual fash- 
ion show at Harper College next Friday 
May 25. The program begins at 8 p.m. in 
the college center. 


Four shows will also be presented 


in the center mall at Woodfield Shopping 
Center May 30 and 31. Show times are 2 
and 7:30 p.m. each day. 


WHILE THE STUDENTS may Itch to 


slash, stitch and drape material, disci- 
pline is required. 


First, a basic pattern is constructed to 


conform to the individual figure. The de- 
sign and fabric are chosen only after 
great care and thought. And the garment 
is completely made in muslin before the 
chosen fabric is even cut. 


During the two year associate degree 


program, students receive panoramic 
views of the fashion industry itself. In 
addition to classroom work they hear 
guest speakers and visit fashion manu- 
facturing firms. 


The garments created this school year 


include long and short halter dresses, 
pant suits, coats, bathing ensembles, 
shorts outfits and even bridal gowns. 


Matte jersey is a popular fabric choice 


and pastel shades seem to predominate. 


"WE FOLLOW THE trend of fashion," 


said Mrs. Chieko Nambu, fashion co-cor- 
dinator of the Harper Fashion Design 
program. "The students have used mate- 
rials of natural fibers such as silk, cotton 
and wool. 


"Silk chiffon is always a favorite for 


long gowns. And there are some dresses 
of the kite-like caftan design," continued 
Mrs. Nambu. 


Several of the garments feature hand- 


work such as crochet detail, appliques 
and pin-tucking. The art of batik, learned 
from textile class, is also utilized in 
some of the designs. 


"The girls like to wear skin," said 


Mrs. Nambu quickly adding, "That is .. 
with the halter tops where the back is 
bare."

Did you ever go to Hcavcnston, III.? 


Probably, because that's what they used 
to call Evnnston, "Chicago's Heaven." 
Kvanslon was the first town to pass laws 
against the "Sunday soda menace" and 
Is believed to have originated (In the 
1890s) 
Die "Sunday" 
or "Soda-less 


Soda." which became today's "sundae." 
However. Two Rivers, WIs , also claims 
to have originated the sundae. 


As for the wicked soda that drew those 


early blue laws prohibiting its sale on 
Sunday, Fred Sanders of Detroit Is said 
by many to have invented the ice cream 
soda In 1879. Discovering one day that 
his cream uas sour, he substituted Ice 
cream In the usual soda mixture of car- 
bonated water, fruit juice and sweet 
cream. However, others credit Robert 
Green with inventing the Ice cream soda. 


There Is also considerable confusion 


about who invented the ice cream cone, 
but It Is generally agreed that the cone 
came Into being at the St. Louis Fair of 
loot. The Ice cream cone has been called 
"the perfect package" and "the only eco- 
logically sound package known." The Es- 
kimo Pic dates back to 1921; the Good 
Humor Sucker to 1923; and the Popslcle 
to 1926. 


AS FOR ICE CREAM Itself, nobody 


claims to know who actually invented It. 
It Is known that the Roman emperors 
favored fruit juices frozen with Ice and 
snow and had relays of slave runners 
racing from the Alps to Rome with Ice. 
More recently. Marco Polo brought sher- 
bet recipes to Europe at the end of the 
13th century, and Catherine do Medici 
took her Ice cream makers with her to 
Paris when she married In 1533. By the 
end of the 17th century, small Ice cream 
shops began to open in England and 
France. 


Only the elite could cat Ice cream in 


Colonial America, as only the richest col- 
onlsU could afford to buy ice for freez- 
ing cream. The first written reference to 


it is a letter written In 1700 by a guest of 
Maryland's governor. George Washing- 
ton is known to have enjoyed ice cream, 
and both Dolly Madison and Mrs. Alex- 
ander Hamilton did much to popularize 
Ice cream here. In the New World, at 
least, It continued to be a rare delicacy 
for the rich until about 1774, when the 
first New York shop advertising to the 
public opened. 


ICE CREAM as a common food dates 


back to about 1851 when Jacob Fussell, a 
Baltimore milk dealer, began to manu- 
facture it on an ever increasing scale. 
Fussell is known today as "the father of 
the American ice cream industry." 


And the American ice cream industry 


is doing nicely, thank you. It uses an- 
nually nearly eight per cent of all the 
milk produced in this country. It produc- 
es annually, according to Paul Dickson, 
"more than enough ice cream to fill the 
Grand Canyon." Moreover, we are now, 
as noted in last week's column, in the 
midst of a Great Ice Cream Revival, at 
more and more adults discover the joys 
of quality Ice cream. 


And more and more of those adults are 


making their own. It was, by the way, a 
woman, Nancy Johnson, who invented 
the hand-cranked ice cream freezer, 
though she did not patent it. William G. 
Young did, In 1848, calling it the "John- 
son Patent Ice-Cream Freezer." Today, 
of course, a wide variety of home freez- 
ers is available, ranging from simple 
hand-crank models to elaborate elccftric 
ones.

A BOOK LOOK: If you'd like to crank 


out your own ice cream, or know more 
about Ice cream in general, you might 
want to check your library for a couple 
of 1972 books (which were the source for 
much of the information used in this 
scries). 


One is "The Great American Ice 


Cream Book" by Paul Dickson. It's fas- 
cinating to read, and also noteworthy for 
the fountain formulas it prints from dis- 


penser's books of the early 1900's (as 
well as more recently). 


The other is Carolyn Anderson's "The 


Complete Book of Homemade Ice Cream, 
Milk Sherbet and Sherbet." While it, too, 
has an interesting chapter or so on back- 
ground and history, it's devoted mainly 
to recipes: more than 300 of them, for 
everything from Avocado Ice Cream to 
Zabaglione Sherbet. In between are such 
unusual flavors as Buttermilk, Pumpkin, 
Corn Flake and even Cucumber Ice 
Cream ("to be served with the main 
course in place of a vegetable"). My own 
favorite, though, is Flower Ice Cream, 
billed as "the world's most exotic ice 
cream." It certainly must be, since you 
buy two of the Ingredients (jonquils and 
pinks) at your local florist's. 


POSTSCRIPT: Obviously, we've come 


a long way, baby, since General Sam 
Houston was served his first helping of 
vanilla ice cream. Bennett Cerf writes, 
in "The Sound of Laughter," that the 
General is reputed to have expostulated, 
"Madam, It is not my intention to slan- 
der your hospitality, but this here pud- 
ding is froze."

In a two room apartment or a ten room 
house — Involves, among other things, 
endless decisions about home furnish- 
ings, color schemes and accessories. 


The kitchen Is one room that deserves 


special attention. A new homcmakor 
soon learns that not only must the kitch- 
en be equipped with a basic food stock 
and cooking utensils, but also small ac- 
cessories that are so necessary for ev- 
eryday cooking tasks. Though these are 
familiar Items spatulas, peelers, measur- 


ing cups and spoons, the variety from 
which to choose would confuse even the 
most experienced homcmnkcr.. 


Every homemaker's list will vary ac- 


cording to her life style and the types of 
food she most often prepares. But, In 
planning the budget, the new homcmnkcr 
must expect to spend approximately 
$40.00 for basics. Here's a list from the 
Rubbermaid organization experts: 


Measuring cups for dry goods and liq- 


uids, measuring spoons, dlshdralner and 
drainer tray, rubber scraper, wooden 


spoon, kitchen shears, egg beater, mix- 
ing bowls, slotted spoon, collander, par- 
ing knife, butcher knife, spatula, meat 
fork, peeler. 
^ 


Additional items will cost more, and 


can be added as the need for them 
arises. These include wire whisks, ladles, 
strainers, a scale, cheese slicer, four 
sided grater,' pastry blender, meat ther- 
mometer and a meat baster. Specialized 
additions include a pastry brush, pizza 
cutters and meat tongs. 


Individual habits and budgets should 


dictate which accessories are chosen, but 
there are some basic guidelines to make 
the choice easy. 


Buy according to the kinds of kitchen 


tasks most often performed. The number 
of times an accessory is used should out- 
weigh the time and trouble it takes to 
find, assemble and clean the item after 
use. Complicated, infrequently used de- 
vices only take up valuable storage 
space. 


Choose well designed, easy to operate 


accessories. Handles should be comfort- 
able to hold, well-balanced and sturdily 
constructed to withstand constant use. 


Buy quality. A peeler of stainless steel 


won't rust, a rubber spatula won't get 
brittle. That's economy in the end. 


Store accessories in the area where 


they are most often used. The easier 
they are to reach, the more often they'll 
be put to work. 


More brides-to-be will bake the cakes 


served at their wedding receptions in the 
'70s. It is all part of a life style that 
places new emphasis on personal crea- 
tivity. 


This prediction parallels a trend that 


shows more brides-to-be are making 
their own wedding dresses, Pattern 
makers say the number of garments 
sewn at home has risen steadily in the 
past five years. Surveys find that "it's a 
challenge to make a very special dress" 
and it's fun to say "see what I did my- 
self." 


The do-it-yourself idea has merit for 


the girl wishing to add a personal touch 
to her wedding festivities. It also offers 
an economy for the budget wedding. 


Baking one's wedding cake is easy if 


you have the proper heat-resistant glass 
oblong baking dishes. Although the five- 
tiered cake described here is ideal for a 
wedding reception, it is appropriate for 
any special occasion: graduation, anni- 
versary or engagement. 


To make the cake you need three pack- 


ages of cake mix (two-layer size), three 
packages of frosting mix, three oblong' 
baking dishes (10x6,11% x 7V4 and 13 W, x 
8%); and cardboard cut the size of four 
of the layers (7 x 3, 8% x 4%, 10 x 6 and 
11% x 7%), the Corning Glass test kitch- 
en says. 


The cakes can be baked two days in 


advance. If this is done, layers should be 
wrapped in foil and refrigerated. To bake 
the layers, preheat the oven to 350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Generously grease and 
flour each baking dish. Prepare one 
package of cake mix and bake in the 
largest dish for 30 to 35 minutes or until 
done. Cool 10 minutes and remove to 
cake rack. 


Prepare third package of cake mix 


and repeat procedure, making second 
layer of the same size. 


Prepare dthlrd package of cake mix 


and pour to equal depths in two remain- 
ing baking dishes. Bake for 30 to 35 min- 
utes or until done.Cool 10 minutes and 
remove to cake rack. 


On the day before the event, cover 


each piece of cardboard with foil so that 
they may be used to hold each layer. 


Prepare three packages of white frosting 
mix as directed on the packages. 


Brush cake to remove loose crumbs. 


Place one large layer upside down on a 
tray or serving platter. Frost sides and 
top completely. 


Center the medium size layer upside 


down on matching size cardboard and 
place on top of large layer. Frost sides 
and top completely. 


Center smaller layer upside down on 


matching size cardboard and place on 
medium layer. Frost sides and top com- 
pletely. 


From remaining large layer, cut a 


crosswise 4V4-inch piece from one end of 
the layer. Center this 4%-inch layer on 
matching size cardboard and place on 
the small layer. Frost sides and top com- 
pletely. 


From the remaining piece, cut another 


crosswise three-inch piece and trim ends 
to make a seven-inch layer. Center on 
matching size cardboard and place on 
top of the cake. Frost sides and top com- 
pletely. 


Decorate the cake as desired. Fresh 


rose buds or any decoration appropriate 
to the occasion can be used. When using 
fresh flowers, the Florist Association rec- 
ommends that they be "washed" by dip- 
ping them hi tepid water, immersing 
them in ice water and drying them by 
gently blotting with paper towels. 


The remaining piece of cake may be 


frosted for immediate use or frozen for 
later use. Since the bride-to-be may be 
too excited to taste her cake on her wed- 
ding day, why not save it to enjoy later. 


The cake will serve about 120 persons. 


THIS FIVE-TIERED cake — ideal for 
wedding, engagement or anniversary 
parties — is easy to make an eco- 
nomical. It has been suggested that 


more brides-to-be will make the wed- 
ding cakes served at their wedding 
reception in the 70s.

J. T. Winburn Jr., a third-generation 


bridal photographer who does society 
brides in New York, in an interview, 
talked about the bride as a subject. 


"Today I try to capture the mood of 


the young lady I am photographing, so 
that she will look as much like herself as 
she can. Of course, my interpretation 
should be as flattering as possible." 


To look natural and relaxed is the 


mode of the seventies. A girl can't feel 
self-conscious in front of the camera. For 
this reason, Winburn discourages friends 
and family from coming along. 


He said if a bride is accompanied by 


anyone for her engagement or wedding 
portrait, it should be someone helpful 


and relaxed. 


Mothers should not take the opportuni- 


ty to complain about their daughter's 
hair at the moment they are about to go 
before the camera. Nor should friends be 
giggling in the background. 


"Sometimes girls expect me to do their 


hair," he says. Often the bride has not 
imagined what she looks like in the dress 
and veil together, and this handicaps the 
photographer. 


Winburn likes the bride to plan chead, 


if possible. By the time he sees her, her 
outfit ought to be assembled. He advises 
brides to order then* dresses as soon as 
that any adjustments on the dress, veil 
the approximate wedding date is set so 
or hairdo can be made before the young 
lady arrives for her portrait 


Winburn allows one hour for engage- 


ment portraits. He schedules brides two 
hours apart. Brides, he has found, tend 
to be nervous^efore the camera. His so- 
lution: talk informally while working 
with them. 


Make plans for reception 
ivell in advance of wedding 


After the solemnity of the wedding cer- 


emony, it sometimes seems as if a sky- 
rocket had burst when the reception be- 
gins. All tensions vanish as guests kiss 
the brldo and wish her and tho bride- 
groom a happy future. Surely, the wed- 
ding reception must be the most welting 
of parties. 


It doesn't matter whether 200 guests 


have been invited to a lavish reception at 
a club or hotel or it's a quiet home gath- 
ering of close friends and relatives. The 
wedding reception is the party of a life- 
time.

Responsibpllty 
for the entire reception can be delegated 
with the knowledge that all will proceed 
smoothly on the day of the wedding.

HE'S A WHEELER-DEALER in what 


many call the last "Maxwell Street" in 
the country.

"That's the way I like it," 39-year-old 


Ray Mctzlcr said between sips of coffee 
in the Arlington Park kitchen. "Fast and 
furious." 


Mctzler's a maverick in the back- 


stretch area of the track. A home-spun 
Palatine High School graduate, his dally 
schedule rivals that of a sweet-toothed 
honey bee in a patch of marigolds. 


Hopping from bam to barn, his right 


hand I* a perpetual flag of hand-waving 
helloes, goodbyes and tnlk-to-you later*. 
The ride down stable row Is made with 
(he brake pedal halfway depressed as he 
acknowledges a comment by each pass- 
erby. 


Ray Metzler Is one of a thousand back- 


stage necessities that makes the thor- 
oughbred racing merry-go-round func- 
tion. By trade, ho heads Carey Horse 
Vans — an Integral factor In transporting 
horses from farms-to-tracks-to-alrports- 
to just about anywhere they want to go. 


"We've got five semi-trailer trucks," 


Mctzlcr informed. "Tho largest holds 12 
and the smallest nine. We ship to 21 
states cast of the Mississippi." 


Whllo calling New York the "mecca" 


of his business, Ray is probably as fa- 
miliar with the 30-hour, 3,000-mllc round 
trip to Miami as a milk-wagon horse to 
his route. 


"Wo probably travel In excess of a 


quarter-million miles • year," Metxler 
said ai casually as an airplane pilot. The 
company, named for Walter Carey, • 
pioneer In the field who Is credited with 
building the first nine-horse van in the 
'30'«, doesn't necessarily compete with 
railroad* or airplanes since all three are 
obviously dependent on each other. 


"Horses are very much like people 


about taking trips," Metzler simplified. 
"Some prefer vanning to flying or rail. 
They all have personalities and can be 
very fussy about their means of trans- 
portation. 


"It's a specialist's business," Ray con- 


tinued. "Anybody who drives for us 
has got to be a good handler of horses, 
too. The two go hand-ln-hand on the 
road. 


"Not many can exercise a trnnqulllzed 


horse in the middle of nowhere. Some 
horses actually have fits because it Is 
such a strenuous and unnatural thing for 
them and It's imperative that the driver 
know what to do in these situations. 


"We've never bad any fatalities on the 


road," Metzler said while rapping his 
knucklei on the nearest wooden object. 
Then cracking a smile, he recalled one of 
Us more Interesting and unexpected ex- 
perlcncn. 


"Every now and then we obtain a per- 


mit to transport circus animals and we 
were picking up an elephant from 
O'Haro and taking him downtown for a 
display and advertising gimmick," he re- 
membered.

"Well, he falls right through the floor 


of the truck and there's no way we can 
get him out because he won't lift his foot. 
So we get a big hydraulic jack — the 
kind they're using on the Dan Ryan — 
and finally get him to raise his foot." 


It's not all fun and games, though. Oth- 


er occasions demand the nerve of an iron 
crow bar. Metzler's been through that, 
too. 


"The best hone we've probably ever 


moved was No Double," Ray said of the 
stakes racer who was syndicated for flvo 
million. "That was one of the horses I 
felt I'd rather drive myself, but it was 
still hard to sleep at night," he quipped. 


"All rates are federally regulated," the 


former Glcnvlew teacher and journalism 
student said. "I guess they're all about a 
dollar a mile or thereabouts. But don't 
forget," he interjected, "a lot of people 
don't realize that while we take a horse 
from say Arlington Park to Miami, we 
have to make a return trip, too." 


Ray Metzler is also a self-proclaimed 


"frustrated trainer." "I bought a horse 
once on a loan from the bank," he began. 
"Well, this horse gets away from me one 
Saturday morning and runs into town 
where the board of directors of the Pala- 
tine Bank are having a meeting. I had to 
laugh when one of the loan officers said, 
'Here comes Ray Metzler's collateral to 
turn himself in.'" 


Ray's back in the training business — 


specifically at Barn No. 4 which houses 
his three-year-old colt Sting Like A Bee. 
"Most of the time he floats like a but- 


• terfly," he cracked, "but I raised him 
myself." The horse ran in Tuesday's 
third race. 


Despite the demands of driving, train- 


ing, transacting and bottling his business 
ventures, Ray's easy-going style was typ- 
ified by his attitude toward the existing 
gasoline — or more specifically — dlesel 
fuel shortage, a life-cycle commodity In 
the trucking circuit. 


Never at a loss for words, Ray views 


the potential crisis with little concern. 
"If anybody, I'd think the boys at GM 
(General Motors) would be the ones 
who'd be getting ansy," he said. "They 
apparently aren't afraid, so why should I 
be?" 


As Ray Metzler ascended the precari- 


ous foot-holdings into the cab of his 
$40,000 tractor-trailer cab (equipped with 
air conditioning, stereo, power hydraulic 
seat and tinted glass) you could tell he 
really meant it. 


But then you have to gamble if 


you're going to survive in the wheeling

Sportsman's 
? Notebook 


• by Bob Holiday 


IK YOU CAN catch a big colio salmon 


any day for the next four days, you 
might win a brand new air conditioner. 
You might also get a fish that is big 
dnough to qualify you as a finalist In the 
filh nnnunl YMCA Coho Derby now un- 
dent ay at the Waukcgnn lakcfront. 


This contest, along with the Lake Coun- 


ty Sportsman's Club event and the an- 
nual Waukcgan Coho Derby, will keep 
anglers with a competitive Instinct busy 
(or the next six weeks. 
; Prlres in all the contests are worth- 
while: in some cases much more than 
merely "worthwhile," and it is all In the 
name of trying to determine who really 
id the best coho fisherman in northern 
Illinois! 
• Naturally, the contests prove nothing 
of the sort, but they do offer a wide vari- 
ety of prizes. In the current YMCA con- 
test, sponsored by appliance dealers 
Nick and Gus Pctropouios, an air condi- 
tioner K being given away each day for 
Uio largest coho. The grand prize for the 
largest coho throughout the tournament, 
watch ends Sunday, May 20, Is an RCA 
XL-100 color television set. 
.' In the Lake County SporHmnn'i Club 
INrnnment. which follows In late May. 
anglers will be competing for mcrchan- 
<llip prizes, him, coho flitting tackle and 
similar Koortlei. In (he wlndiip tourna- 
ment, there'll be boats, motors, fishing 
mitflt* anil same fishing trips up for 
grab*. ThN Init content li set for June. 
• In all cases, anglers need only to show 
up at the Waukcgan Harbor, where most 
contestants will launch their boats, and 
register their intention to compete in 
whichever tournament, or Derby, is cur- 
rently underway. 
.' In the YMCA tournament, now going, 
>;ou pay a $1 entry fee, which goes to 
send young kids to a YMCA summer 
camp. All the prizes In this contest have 
been donated by merchants and manu- 
facturers. 
; And the fishing is very good in Lake 
Michigan, when you consider that there 
have been a bare seven or eight days of 
decent "good fishing" weather through- 
out the entire spring. 
! Coho are finally beginning to find their 
v(ay to a hook, but all.lt takes Is a heavy 
wind blowing from the north or north- 
west and almost Immediately, the flih 
are back out there very far and very 
deep. 
; Hardly anything over five pounds has 
been taken in the lower end of the lake, 
but there arc plenty of three and four 
pounders being landed. The biggest prob- 
lem Is, the best fishing is eight to ten 
miles out In the lake. 


That's a long trip ... comfortable In a 


big boat, dangerous in a small boat. Still, 
on every trip out, we Invariably see a 
follow who Is "braving it" In a 16 or 17 
foot boat with a small outboard. He may 
fool very daring, but this is still the sea- 
son of the quick, "wherc'd-that-come- 
from" storm, which means that unless 
ho sticks close to a big, safe, charter 
boat, ho may not get back to the harbor. 


Out In that deep water, however, the 


fishing is excellent. Most fishermen are 
finding fish at every depth. The usual 
system Is to run a pah- of outriggers, 
which you fish at "normal" 8 to 12 foot 
depths; two shallow-running rigs straight 
behind at normal trolling depths of 14 
feet to 18 feet; and the deep-running can- 
non-balls or "depth charges" that you 
can lower to any depth you choose... 20 
feet to 100 feet. 


This gives you six rods, six different 


lures or lure colors, and three to six dif- 
ferent depths. There are those who claim 
that such an arrangement I* a clear case 
of "overkill," but they assume that a fish 
Is taken on every rod at every depth. 


What actually happens is that on one 


pass a fish Is taken on one of the mid- 
depth lures. On the second pass over the 
same area, a deeper lure may take a 
fish. Once in a while, there will be two 
fish at the same time, and there are even 
those rare occasions when three anglers 
are at work landing a fish. But if those 
who worry about the sport fishermen 
"over-fishing" a lake would spend a little 
time boat-riding, they might quickly re- 
alize that no matter what fishermen tell 
them, there really isn't anyone who con- 
sistently "fills a boat" with fish. 


Thus, the anglers who will spend the 


next six weeks competing In the various 
Lake Michigan Derbies, are not going to 
put any wide hole in the lake's fish popu- 
lation. What they are more likely to do is 
fill up the YMCA coffers to pay some 
summer camp expenses. And some of 
them will win TV sets, radios, boats, mo- 
tors, fishing rods and reels, and a hun- 
dred different prizes.

MEMBERS OF THE Salmon Unlimited 


club helped the Illinois Department of 
Conservation biologists on a recent ex- 
periment to try to test the possibility of a 
regular spawning fishery for Chinook 
salmon In northern Illinois. 


The fish, 35,500 chinook flngerlings, 


were clipped and imprinted In holding 
cages in Roosevelt Park and finally re- 
leased Into the lake. In addition, 16,000 
fingerllngs that had been raised by the 
state of Illinois were free-tossed into the 
lake at Illinois Beach State Park. Mich- 
igan had supplied the young fish for the 
first plant and the eggs which resulted in 
the second. 


It will be at least two years, and more 


likely three years, before any judgments 
can be made as to the validity of at- 
tempting •' regular stocking program of 
salmon from the Illinois shores, but this 
and earlier attempts Indicate that it cer- 
tainly Is anything but a "lost cause." 


Prospects for the weekend are that 


fishing should be exceptionally good on 
the big lake, with the fish moving in 
from those super-deep depths at the 10 
and 12 mile distances. In fact, most vet- 
eran Lake Michigan anglers expect to be 
setting their deep lines at no more than 
60 feet and the rest at depths shallower 
than that. 


On the Michigan side, fishermen have 


been working the 40 to 60 foot depths for 
the past two weeks, in spite of north 
winds that have' made it difficult to 
launch. 


Look for at least one "flat" day on the 


lake and then any wind or breeze other 
than a strong northwest or a strong 
southwest. And you should .be able to 
bring home dinner.

Schools to accept 
11-acre site from 
Levitt & Sons 


By JILL BETTNER 


School Dlst. 06 will accept an 11-acre 


school site In a proposed development in 
the northwest section of Buffalo Grove 
Instead of about $123,000 from Levitt & 
Sons Inc. Much of the site is often 
flooded. 


Levitt will donate the site to satisfy a 


village resolution that requires local de- 
velopers to contribute land or cash to off. 
set the economic impact of their projects 
on schools. 


The site Is located in the southwest 


corner of the proposed development, 
south of AptaLIslc Road and east of Ar- 
lington Heights Road. Dlst. 96 Supt. Wil- 
liam Hltzcman said yesterday the sur- 
rounding area is also likely to be devel- 
oped In tho future, making it necessary 
to build a school there. 


"We're going to take the site mainly 


because of the way that whole area Is 
going and tho possibility of land to the 
south being developed," Hltzcman said. 
"We're going to need a school to handle 
tho number of children coming out 
there." 


II1T7EMAN SAID the board's decision 


to accept the Levitt site could save dis- 
trict residents a substantial amount of 
money. 


"This should be a good deal for tax- 


payers In the district in that wo won't' 
have to spend money for a fourth school 
site," ho said. "I'm reluctant to put a 
dollar figure on Just how much we'll save 
because I don't know what Levitt would 
sell for later, but I'm sure it's a consid- 
erable amount".

Carpeting not up 
to school board 
quality standards 


About 9,200 square yards of burnt-or- 


ange carpeting has been delivered to 
Buffalo Grove High School and, according 
to Dist. 214 Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
ber, it ravels. 


Wcbcr told the Dlst. 214 board that the 


carpeting, scheduled for Installation in 
the classroom areas of Buffalo Grove, 
apparently docs not meet tho quality 
specified by the district when It agreed 
to purchase It. 


Wcbcr said some of tho carpet had al- 


ready been Installed In the school when a 
laboratory report was received by the 
district indicating It is not as sturdy as 
the district required. 


Tho carpet was manufactured by the 


Loc Company, Weber said, and the com- 
pany has said It will send representatives 
to tho district to check on the problem. 
"They seemed as surprised as we were," 
ho said. "We have no Indication that 
there was any effort on their part to pull 
a fast one." 


that the site will be satisfactory for a 
school, parking lot and playground de- 
splto drainage problems. 


Dr. Lawrence DuBose, president of the 


Testing Service Corp. In Wheaton said 
because parts of the site contains large 
amounts of peat moss, it Is likely that 
those portions may sink a few Inches or 
more after about 12 months. 


LEVITT HAS agreed to grade and fill 


the site when it starts construction on the 
development, probably in the summer of 
1974. It will also grade and fill the site a 
year later if the land has settled enough 
to make the additional work necessary. 


DuBoso said the proposed site for the 


school building has good soil, but he said 
school officials may have some problems 
with the areas designated for a play- 
ground and parking lot. 


Although there are no plans to con- 


struct the school in the near future, 
school officials are considering a build- 
ing similar In size to Willow Grove 
School In Buffalo Grove. The school Is to 
be designed for approximately 500 to COO 
students In kindergarten through fifth 
grade. 


Because of the shape of the approxi- 


mately 90,000 square foot site, Anderccn 
recommended that the building be con- 
structed at least partially on two levels to 
provide adequate surrounding space. 


COMMENTING ON the 
suggested 


playground area north of the school 
building, DuBose said there would be 
times when ball diamonds would bo 
flooded and maintenance would be re- 
quired. 


"This should serve as a satisfactory 


playground even though at times It won't 
be usable," DuBose said. "It won't be 
worse than conditions at many parks 
that serve useful! purposes today in the 
village. There will be minor settlements 
over a long period, but I'm sure they 
could be handled with a minimal amount 
of maintenance." 


DuBose said some future maintenance 


may be needed on the proposed parking 
lot cast of the school building because 
the land could settle. 


A drainage channel runs through the 


property, about 100 feet north of the 
school site. School board members Li- 
naya Back and Jim Duncan expressed 
concern that the ditch and a proposed 
retention pond might be dangerous be- 
cause they could attract children. 


LEVITT ENGINEER Ken Campbell 


said although there would probably be 
water In the channel "a good portion of 
the time," it would not be more than a 
few Inches. He added that the banks of 
tha channel would not be steep. 


Campbell said the proposed retention 


pond would contain water only after a 
heavy rainstorm. He said it would be de- 
signed to dry out completely within 24 
hours after the rain. 


"My only reservation on this is that I 


hate to see us go with something when 
we don't know what it will be," Duncan 
sald."I envision this pond as a potential 
hazard." 


If the retention pond Is built, the board 


agreed that they would probably con- 
struct a fence along the school property 
line to keep children away from the pond 
and the ditch.

School board may drop hot-lunch plan 


Children in School Dist. 96 will soon 


bring home a questionnaire asking par- 
ents if they would object to dropping the 
district's hot-lunch program. 


The school board is considering requir- 


ing all children in the district to bring a 
bag lunch to school beginning next fall. 
The results of the questionnaire will be 
considered by the board before the final 
decision is made at the June 11 meeting. 


Currently, hot meals are served at 


both Dlst. 96 schools. The school board 
decided to evaluate the lunch program 
when they began several months ago to 
plan what type of meals to serve at the 
new Twin Groves School in Buffalo 
Grove. That building is scheduled to open 
early in 1974. 


THERE IS A cafeteria* at Kildeer 


School In Long Grove, but students at 
Willow Grove in Buffalo Grove eat in the 
gym. At Twin Groves, too, the gym will 
double as a lunchroom. 


Dr. Ronald Warwick, Dist. 96 adminis- 


trative assistant, feels a bag lunch pro- 
gram would shorten the lunch hour and 
give teachers more flexibility in planning 
the academic schedule. 


"A bag lunch in the gym would cut the 


tie-up time by 45 minutes and not only 
give us more gym time, but more aca- 
demic time, as well," Warwick told the 
board last Monday night.' 


Students presently have about 20 min- 


utes for lunch at both schools, but be- 
cause they must stand hi line to receive 
their food, the lunch hour is actually 
much longer. Warwick suggested that 
students be given 20 minutes for a bag 
lunch period. 


OPINION APPEARS evenly divided 


among school board members on wheth- 
er or not to drop the hot lunch program. 
School-officials estimate -about 40 per 
cent of the students at Willow Grove eat 
the hot lunch that is delivered frozen to 


the school and then heated. About 45 per 
cent of the Kildeer students eat a hot 
meal that is entirely prepared in the 
school cafeteria. 


"If we're going to continue the hot 


lunch program, we're going to have to go 
to centralization," Dlst. 96 Supt. William 
Hitzeman said. 


A centralized program could involve 


.preparing the hot lunches at one school 
.and delivering them to the other build- 
ings in the district. 


School officials are hoping the ques- 


tionnaire will be more successful than a 
poll of parent opinion on the lunch pro- 
gram that was taken about a year ago. 
Response to that query was very low, 
according to Dr. Woody Jansen, presi- 
dent of the board. 


"Hopefully, this time we'll get some In- 


put on this thing so we'll know how the 
parents feel," Jansen said. 


Zone change 
to be asked 
for offices

A request to deviate from the village 


master plan to allow rezoning for busi- 
ness on a %-acre site on Dundee Road 
w ill be considered tonight by the Buffalo 
Grove Plan Commission. 


Local real estate broker Stan Lleber- 


man, of Stan Lieberman Realty Inc., 150 
W. Dundee Rd. has asked for the zoning 
change to allow construction of an addi- 
tional office building next to two others 
he is planning. 


The village master plan calls for resi- 


dential development on Dundee Road. 
Last month, however, the village board 
granted Lieberman a zoning change for 
the two buildings. 


Monday night the village board voted 


to direct the plan commission to hold the 
necessary hearings on the second Lieber- 
man request. Trustee James Shirley said 
he objected to the proposal "on prin- 
ciple." "This request is contrary to what 
we (village board) decided on in the 
master plan," Shirley said. 


SHIRLEY SAID that although he has 


not reviewed the proposed project, he op- 
poses it because it calls for another de- 
viation from the master plan. "I'm gel- 
ting concerned about the principle here 
of chipping away Dundee Road fron- 
tage," he said. "I feel because of the 
principle here we have to stop the chipp- 
ing away." 


The village board, in granting Lieber- 


man's first request for rezoning, over- 
ruled the plan commission's recommen- 
dation. Some members of the plan com- 
mission In rejecting the request said they 
feared the zoning change could set a 
precedent for unlimited commercial de-' 
velopment o£ Dundee Road. 


If the village approves the latest 


request by Lieberman, it will be the 
third time the village has deviated from 
the master plan in regard to the devel- 
opment of Dundee Road. In addition to 
Lieberman's first request, the village 
board also granted a zoning change last 
month for construction of a bank, medi- 
cal center and office building west of 
Klngswood Methodist Church. 


Some residents who favor changing the 


zoning on Dundee Road said the master 
plan is unrealistic. They have argued 
that the land there is much too expensive 
and is not conducive to residential devel- 
opment. They have said the master plan 
is a guideline and does not have to be 
rigidly followed. 


LIEBERMAN SAID he has an option to 


buy the additional land in question. It is 
on the north side of Dundee Road, west 
of Golfview Terrace and adjoins his oth- 
er property. The sale of the property is 
contingent on annexation and getting the 
necessary zoning, he said. 


Lieberman plans to move his office to 


the earlier approved 'complex. His cur- 
rent office is no longer adequate due to' 
expansion, he said. 


Lieberman said landowners adjacent to 


his project are pleased with the new 
plan. "We want Dundee Road to be an 
attractive front door to the village," he 
said. 


Lieberman said the overall project will 


be done in two phases. Construction of 
the earlier approved two buildings is 
scheduled to begin in July and probably 
be completed by the end cf the year. 


The third building, if approved, will be 


constructed at a later date. Lieberman 
said the third building will only be con- 
structed if he is successful in renting the. 
units in the first two buildings.

• A written agreement to provide ser-

unsuccessful mayoral candidate In last 
month's city election, accused Des 
PJalncs Redevelopment Association offl- 
cinh of misrepresenting the official stat- 
us of city parking projects In a fund so- 
Ilcllatlon letter sent to local business- 
man. 


KOSMEN. 700 S. River Rd., passed out

Police said Cavazos got out of tho car 


and fled on foot between two houses car- 
rylng a bag. 


Tovar chased tho man and wrestled 


him to the ground. Cavazos suffered su- 
perficial wounds and was treated and re- 
leased at Holy Family Hospital. 


Police tests later showed the two bags 


contained 60 grams of marijuana.

Police deny link to telephone sales of circus tickets 


DCS Plalncs Police Department offi- 


cials yesterday denied departmental as- 
sociation with telephone solicitors selling 
tickets to a circus sponsored by the Com- 
bined Counties Police Association. 


CCPA represents patrolmen from sub- 


urban police departments, Including Des 
Plalncs, In wage and contract negotia- 
tions. 


"Some people that have called were 


under the Impression that the circus is a 
DCS Plaines Police Department fund- 
raising activity, and it's not," according 
to police Lt. James Roel. 
^ "Tho only activity like this that the de- 
partment Is actually Involved in is the 
police dance hi October," said Police 
Chief Arthur Hlntz. "And at that time we 
contact residents my mail, not by 
phone." 


PHONE SOLICITORS, claiming repre- 


sentation of the CCPA, have called local 


residents this week, police officials said. 
The callers ask residents to purchase $8 
family tickets to a fund-raising circus 
scheduled July 23 to 25 at Handhurst 
Shopping Center In Mount Prospect. 


Proceeds from the circus will be used 


for union legal expenses, according to 
Kenneth Jaglarski, CCPA executive vice 
president. 


Union officials felt it necessary to 


sponsor a fund raising activity, Jaglarski 
said because union members are re- 
quired to pay $60 per year in member- 
ship dues. The union currently retains 
one full-time attorney along with a staff 
other attorneys v/ho do legal work for the 
1,100-member organization. 


"We never told anyone to say they rep- 


resented or work for us over the tele- 
phone," Jaglarski said. "We briefed the 
people who made the calls for us but we 
never told them to use our name as If 
they worked for us." 


JAGLARSKI ALSO said the solicitors 


have been working in Evanston Lincoln- 
wood, Skokie and Morton Grove adding 
"no one in those towns called their local 
police back asking if the solicitors were 
with the union." 


Mount Prospect police officials also 


recently denied connection with fund so- 
licitors allegedly operating in behalf of 
the CCPA in that town. 


Representatives from the Illinois Po- 


lice Federation not connected with the 
CCPA recently were calling Northwest 
suburban residents selling ads in the Illi- 
nois Policeman and the Police Bulletin. 
Last year, solicitations by the private Il- 
linois Police Benevolent Association wero 
protested by local merchants and were 
subsequently investigated by the Illinois 
attorney general's office.

Teachers hit 
'no progress' 
in pay talks

Teachers at Maine Township High 


School Dlst. 207 are protesting the lack of 
progress in salary negotiations with the 
board of education. 


While board and teachers negotiators 


met Monday night, 304 teachers rallied 
outside the school administration center, 
1131 S. Dee Rd, Park Ridge, to show 
support for their negotiating team. 


Monday night's rally was organized by 


the local teachers union, which is affi- 
lited with the Illinois Education Associ- 
ation (IEA), a statewide teachers union. 
Similar rallies were held earlier this 
year by teacher unions in elementary 
school districts 62 in Des Plaines and 63 
in East Maine Township, both members 
of the IEA. 


Dist. 207's rally was held to back in- 


creased salary demands. In a prepared 
statement given to the press Monday 
night, teachers said progress in salary 
negotiations has been slow and they want 
the board to submit a proposal that is 
"equitable to all concerned." 


"NEGOTIATIONS started last January 


and on May 10, four months later, our 
team could report no significant prog- 
ress," said the statement, "In fact the 
attitude of the board could be character- 
ized as indifferent. Some teachers feel 
the board's attitude has been insulting 
and irresponsible." 


The teaching staff in Dist. 207 was re- 


duced by 27 last fall by the board of edu- 
cation in an austerity program designed 
to hold the line on school expenses and 
reduce the district's $3 5 million budget 
deficit. Teachers received a 2.25 per cent 
salary increase last year making the an- 
nual starting salary for a beginning 
teacher with a bachelor's degree, $8,590. 


The statement said, "Because of the 


austerity program, introduced last year, 
the teaching staff was granted an in- 
crease that did not equal the rise in last 
year's cost of living. As a result of that 
same program, some were given larger 
class sizes or increased responsibilities, 
and some of the supportive programs 
were curtailed." The statement added 
teachers have been assigned extra 
duties, such as monitoring the school 
washrooms and hallways. 


Dist. 207's salary schedule is lower 


than other school districts in the area, 
said the statement and "if the teamsters 
get only half of what they are demand- 
ing, 8 per cent for each of the next three 
years .... our checks next year will 
shrink even more than they did this 
year." 


BOARD PRES. Robert Claus told the 


Herald yesterday that the district's sala- 
ries are not lower than other schools and 
extra duties performed by teachers are 
"just part of their assignments." 


Claus said teachers and teamsters 


don't belong in the same category. The 
supply of skilled workers in some jobs is 
small, making those salaries larger, he 
said, but "it's darn easy to get teachers 
these days." 
^ 


Last year's increase in salary does 


meet the cost of living increase, said 
Claus, if the increase is added to the nor- 
mal raise in pay given to teachers every 
year. 


Claus said there is some progress in 


salary negotiations but teachers say the 
talks are proceeding too slowly. "It's aw- 
fully close to the end of the year," said 
Fred Swinnerton, chairman of the Dist

3 companies seek franchise 
for bus service in village

Three transportation companies arc 


vying for a franchise agreement to oper- 
ate n bus service In Elk Grove Village. 


This month, Davidsmcycr Bus Service 


Inc., Elk Grove Village Cab Co. and Met- 
ron Systems Corp. submitted proposals 
to run various bus services ranging from 
a small-scale trial program to a full- 
fledged bus system. 


Village Trustee N'anci Vandcnvecl, 


transportation chairwoman, said yester- 
day her committee was studying the pro- 
posals and would meet to discuss them in 
a couple of weeks. She said she hoped a 
decision could be made in time to Include 
a bus service in this year's budget. 


Officials from Elk Grove Village Cab 


Co. and Davidsmcycr Bus Service talked 
with village trustees last year about op- 
crating a bus system, but no concrete 
proposals were submitted until this 
spring. 


Davidsmcycr proposed a dlal-a-rlde 


system by which residents could trie- 
phono for door-to-door bus service. The 
company said it could run a bus program 
on a trial basis for the summer, starting 
June IS. 


THE BUS company said this would

gested that a 15-17 passenger school bus 
could be used with the addition of air- 
conditioning. Davidsmeyer would pay the 
cost of drivers' wages, gasoline and oth- 
er related expenses, and the village 
would be charged .45 cents per mile and 
$4.50 per hour. Fares would be set, col- 
lected and kept by the village. 


ROBERT BIRKS owner of Elk Grove 


Village Cab Co., said his company could 
operate a bus system'for the village 10 
hours a day, six days a week for $39,822 
per year. He said the price includes la- 
bor, supervision, bookkeeping, dis- 
patching and a monthly audit. 


Under Birks' proposal, all receipts 


from the bus service would bo turned 
over to the village. The village could ei- 
ther supply gasoline and maintain the 
bus or could pay the cab company to per- 
form these services. 


According to the proposal from Claude 


Lulsnda, Mctron president, It would cost 
about $12,700 a month to operate a fleet 
of two 25-35 passenger buses and one 12- 
10 passenger dial-a-rldc bus. 


LUISADA SAID his company does not 


believe that fewer vehicles would be 
enough to give even a minimal service, 
and the more buses used, the less it 
would cost per mile because the costs 
would be spread further. 


Lulsada suggested a seven-day oper-

A new High School Dlst. 214 adminis- 


trative salary scale is going into effect, 
but the school board has balked at the 
possibility of giving one administrator a 
raise of $4,180 because of it. 


The board adopted the administrative 


salary plan in April after receiving a 
$16,000 consultant's report. The salary 
scale adopted by the board sets min- 
imum and maximum salaries for each 
administrative job classification. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board 


Monday that 14 of the district's 100 ad- 
ministrators are now paid salaries below 
the mlnlmums established for their jobs. 
Gilbert recommended that the board 
bring the 14 up to the ralnimums effec- 
tive May 1. 


The raises, Gilbert said, would cost the 


district an extra $2,241 between now and 
July 1, the end of the fiscal year. In July 
the board may approve a raise of the 
salary scale for the 1973-74 school year, 
Gilbert added. 


Board member Jack Costello, who was 


absent when the board adopted the scale 
in April, objected to bringing the 14 up to 
the minimums in a single jump. "You 're 
talking about very large raises for some 
people," Costello said. 


UNDER THE recommendation, the 


largest raise would have been given to 
Asst. Business Mgr. Jack Swanson, who 
is now paid $15,820. Under the new sala- 
ry scale, the minimum for his job is 
$20,000. 


Costello pointed out that if Swanson 


was given the $4,1BO per year raise in 
May and the scale is then raised in July, 
he would once again be entitled to a 


raise to keep him at the minimum pay. 


"I don't think you can get a better fel- 


low than Jack for that job," Costello 
said, "but that's a lot of money. I don't 
think the assistant business manager's 
Job is worth that much." 


OTHER BOARD members argued that 


the 14 administrators should be raised to 
the minimum salaries, although board 
member Jack Matthews said he could 
understand why the board might limit 
the total raise anyone would receive in 
any one year as they were moved toward 
the minimum. 


"I wish we'd set a policy before this 


came up," Matthews said. "I can see 
how we could limit raises designed to 
eliminate inequities to 10 per cent a 
year." 


The board finally agreed to the 10 per 


cent raise limit with the understanding 
that an employe 10 per cent or more be- 
low the minimum salary could receive 
an annual merit increase at Gilbert's 
recommendation in addition to the 10 per 
cent "inequity" increase. 


OF THE 14 employes below the min- 


imums only Swanson and two others, Re- 


gina Woolsoncroft, director of food ser- 
vices, and William Warner, assistant to 
the superintendent, ore more than 10 per 
cent below. Swanson will receive an an- 
nual $1,582 raise effective May 1 and will 
be eligible for a second 10 per cent raise 
July 1.

account for the delay.

Teachers^ board agree on two points 
Fringe benefits tentatively approved 


Tentative agreement has been reached 


on two fringe benefit plans in the pro- 
posed 1973-74 teachers' contract for Pala- 
tine- Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. 


The tentative agreement came Monday 


in a closed session when the board of 
education's negotiating team reacted to a 
five point salary and fringe benefit pack- 
age presented by the Classroom Teach- 
ers' Council's (CTC) negotiating team 
last week. 


The board's team has agreed In prin- 


ciple to alter the district's "professional 
growth policy" to allow two semester 
hours of credit for workshop or curricu- 
lum study participation, according to a 
joint press release issued yesterday by 
the two negotiating teams. At the present 
time, teachers receive one semester hour 
of credit for workshop or curriculum 
study participation within Dlst. 15. 


Administration of the tentative "pro- 


fessional growth policy" has not been 
worked out by the two negotiating teams. 


THE PROFESSIONAL growth policy Is 


aimed at keeping teachers abreast of the 
latest developments In education. The 
district requires teachers to accumulate 


four semester hours of credit over a 
four-year period in order to advance .a 
step on the salary scale. 


The board's team also agreed to con- 


tinue paying teachers' hospitalization 
and medical insurance premiums for the 
entire calendar year. The agreement is 
tentative pending a final financial settle- 
ment in the negotiations. 


This section of the CTC package repre- 


sents no change. The extension of the 
Blue-Cross-Blue Shield coverage from 10 
months to 12 months was won by the 
CTC in last year's contract negotiations. 


The total financial package proposed 


by the CTC team was the subject of a 
lengthy discussion on Monday. No agree- 
ment was reached and at the end of the 
discussion the CTC reaffirmed its origi- 
nal position requesting an increase in the 
salary plan that would "amount to 
$537,000 above the present schedule up- 
dated one year." 


Updating the 1972-73 salary schedule 


will cost the district 
approximately 


$199,000, according to Frank Whiteley, 
superintendent Therefore, the proposed 
CTC package would cost the district an 
additional $736,000. 


DETAILS ON HOW the proposed sala- 


ry increase would be distributed across 
the salary scale are still subject for re- 
view and are not being released. District 
officials were also unable to say how 
large an Increase the CTC proposal rep- 
resented. 


Last year's teachers' contract set the 


salaries for beginning teachers with a 
bachelor's degree at $7,730. Top salary 
for experienced teachers on the 1972-73 
salary scale was $14,937 for a master's 
degree and 30 additional credit hours. 


The CTC requests for a revision of the 


district's sick leave policy and an In- 
crease in Income protection insurance 
were tabled by the board's team pending 
receipt of further information. Details ou 
these requests are not being released by 
the negotiating teams. 


Dlst. 15 currently has a graduated sick 


leave policy. Teachers receive 10 sick 
days a year until they have accumulated 
80 sick days. They then receive addition- 
al sick days each year until they have 
accumulated 90 days, at which time they 
receive 15 sick days elevating them to 
the maximum of 105 sick days. 


WHITELEY SAID the two teams were 


negotiating in "a good atmosphere" but 
would not predict if a contract would be 
ratified before-the end of «he school year. 
Last year both sides ratified the contract 
in mid-June after only three negotiation 
sessions. 


The next negotiations session is sched-

Tax rates for the Palatine Park Dis- 


trict and the Village of Palatine will be 
49 cents and 66 cents, respectively, not 
$4.94 and $6.58 as reported in yesterday's

The total tax rate for village residents 


in the park district will be $7.68 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation. Residents 
with homes assessed at $10,000, for ex- 
ample, will pay $768 in real estate taxes 
this year.

Teachers, board agree on two points 
Fringe benefits tentatively approved 


Tentative agreement has been reached 


on two fringe benefit plans in the pro- 
posed 1973-74 teachers' contract for Pala- 
tine- Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. 


The tentative agreement came Monday 


in a closed session when the board of 
education's negotiating team reacted to a 
five point salary and fringe benefit pack- 
age presented by the Classroom Teach- 
ers' Council's (CTC) negotiating team 
last week. 


The board's team has agreed in prin- 


ciple to alter the district's "professional 
growth policy" to allow two semester 
hours of credit for workshop or curricu- 
lum study participation, according to a 
joint press release issued yesterday by 
the two negotiating teams. At the present 
time, teachers receive one semester hour 
of credit for workshop or curriculum 
study participation within Dlst. 15. 


Administration of the tentative "pro- 


fessional growth policy" has not been 
worked out by the two negotiating teams. 


THE PROFESSIONAL growth policy is 


aimed at keeping teachers abreast of the 
latest developments in education. The 
district requires teachers to accumulate 


four semester hours of credit over a 
four-year period In order to advance a 
step on the salary scale. 


The board's team also agreed to con- 


tinue paying teachers' hospitalizatlon 
and medical insurance premiums for the 
entire calendar year. The agreement is 
tentative pending a final financial settle- 
ment in the negotiations. 


This section of the CTC package repre- 


sents no change. The extension of the 
Blue-Cross-Blue Shield coverage from 10 
months to 12 months was won by the 
CTC in last year's contract negotiations. 


The total financial package proposed 


by the CTC team was the subject of a 
lengthy discussion on Monday. No agree- 
ment was reached and at the end of the 
discussion the CTC reaffirmed its origi- 
nal position requesting an increase in the. 
salary plan that would "amount to 
$537,000 above the present schedule up- 
dated one year." 


Updating the 1972-73 salary schedule 


will cost the district approximately 
$199,000, according to Frank Whlteley, 
superintendent. Therefore, the proposed 
CTC package would cost the district an 
additional $738,000. 


DETAILS ON HOW the proposed sala- 


ry increase would be distributed across 
the salary scale are still subject for re- 
view and are not being released. District 
officials were also unable to say how 
large an increase the CTC proposal rep- 
resented. 


Last year's teachers' contract set the 


salaries for beginning teachers with a 
bachelor's degree at $7,730. Top salary 
for experienced teachers on the 1972*73 
salary scale was $14,937 for a master's 
degree and 30 additional credit hours. 


The CTC requests for a revision of the 


district's sick leave policy and an in- 
crease in income protection insurance 
were tabled by the board's team pending 
receipt of further information. Details on 
these requests are not being released by 
the negotiating teams. 


Dist. 15 currently has a graduated sick 


leave policy. Teachers receive 10 sick 
days a year until they have accumulated 
80 sick days. They then receive addition- 
al sick days each year until they have 
accumulated 90 days, at which time they 
receive 15 sick days elevating them to 
the maximum of 105 sick days. 


WHITELEY SAID the two teams were 


negotiating in "a good atmosphere" but 
would not predict if a contract would be 
ratified before the end of the school year. 
Last year both sides ratified the contract 
in mid-June after only three negotiation 
sessions. 


The next negotiations session is sched- 


uled for Monday.

A bill aimed at protecting homcbuycrs 


was defeated last night by an Illinois 
House of Representatives committee. 


The bill's chief sponsor, Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, said she 
will relntroduce tho bill In an Improved 
form next year. 


The Residential Housing Disclosure 


Act, or as Mrs. Chapman said, "The 
people's right to know bill," was de- 
feated 10-5 by the House Registration and 
Regulation Committee. 


The bill would have required devel- 


opers of subdivisions with 10 or more 
homes, to provide buyers with relevant 
facts about their purchase. 


Testifying for the bill was Carol John- 


son of Schaumburg, who gave examples 
of problems residents could have avoided 
If they had certain Information when 
they bought their homes. 


Robert Cook, a representative of the 


Illinois Association of Real Estate 
Boards, spoke against the bill as did Jer- 
ry Campbell of the Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. 


Mrs. Chapman said Campbell objected 


to tho difficulty In providing such specif- 
ics as descriptions of the land conditions, 
adjacent zoning, and nearby schools. 


"WE CAN REFINE and strengthen the 


bill, incorporating some of the committee 
comments and objections of the home 
builders association. But I believed It is 
basically a good bill as It Is, and It is 
time for such legislation," Mrs. Chap- 
man said. 


One item Mrs. Johnson suggested will 


be Included in the rewritten bill, Mrs.

Insecticide dropped by helicopter 
Mosquito control program under way 


By PAT GERLACH 


A big bird swopped down on Hoffman 


Estates last week in an effort to put the 
bite on the earliest crop of 1973 mos- 
qultos. 


Hovering no more than 50 feet above 


ponds, standing water and low areas ex- 
pected to flood before summer ends, a 
Bell helicopter released Abate a granular 
insecticide being used to kill mosquito 
larvae. 


The whlrlyblrd, owned by Clarke Out- 


door Spraying Co., of LaGrange, will re- 
turn to Hoffman Estates from three to 
five times this summer to repeat Abate 
treatments in a village program de- 
signed to augment existing mosquito con- 
trol services. 


A similar program will be conducted in 


Schaumburg by the Clarke firm which is 
also involved in larvaclde projects in 
Romeoville, Glendale Heights, Lombard 
and Carol Stream. 


ACCORDING TO Phil Thompson, one 


of two agricultural pilots employed by 
Clarke, the Insecticide is applied in quan- 
tities of 2.5 pounds per acre. It is water 
soluble for a 30-day period following ap- 
plication and does not harm fish or plant 
life. But it is without a doubt, lethal to 
mosquito larvae. 


Thompson, employed by the spraying 


firm since January, commented on the 
toxicity of Abate and other chemicals 
now in use by Clarke. 


"Like most people interested in avia- 


tion, I am really concerned with the en- 
vironment and I'm glad that some of the 
stuff we're using Is less harmful to hu- 
mans than ordinary table salt," he said. 


Abate, a product of American Cyanamic 


Company, has undergone thorough test- 
Ing and has been evaluated by experts as 
a safe biological control for use in mos- 
quito programs he said. Extensive re- 
search on Its effects has been carried out 
at the University of Delaware. 


"It's effects are the same as those pro- 


duced by the use of oil formerly used as 
larval control...but Abate is much less a 
pollutant," Thompson added. 


HIE FORMER Army pilot calls the 


helicopter he and Jeff Hennard, chief pi- 
lot for Clarke, fly "a regular work- 
horse". 


With 1,300 hours of air time, the craft 


is in nearly constant use when weather 
permits larvacide broadcast. "But when 
It rains or the wind exceeds 15 or 20 
mph, we are not able to effectively 
spray," he explained. 


Tanks mounted on either side of the 


helicopter hold two hundred pounds of 
the dry chemical. Thompson estimated 
that complete emptying of both tanks is 
accomplished during about 30 minutes of 
flight time. He and Hennard alternate 
trips throughout the day. 


The same tanks also can hold a liquid 


used for control of Dutch Elm disease. 
These programs are carried out in very 
early spring, Thompson said. 


FOR THE Hoffman Estates appli- 


cation, the helicopter is based at 
Schaumburg Airport where a mobile unit 
for chemical storage was parked. Tanks 
are replenished from the mobile unit be- 
tween flights. 


"It Is preferable to work from an air- 


port and we try to do this wherever pos- 
sible though we have frequently had to 
obtain permission to use private property 
for landing, take-off and storage," he 
said. 


Before coming into an area, the Clarke 


firm contacts local police departments to 
explain what is happening. "This enables 
the police to explain our operation if resi- 
dents call to inquire," Thompson said. 


THOUGH HE has flown for six years, 


Thompson says his training as an agri- 
cultural pilot Is being supervised by Hen- 
nard. 


"The Federal Aviation Administration 


(FAA) requires that each pilot doing this 
work spends 100 hours of spraying time 
in rural areas before being allowed to go 
into congested territory," he added. 


FAA permission Is also required if the 


helicopter is to carry a passenger while 
spraying. 


Though he literally lives to fly, Thomp- 


son considers his job rewarding. "It is a 
good and much needed service," he be- 
lieves. 


But he doubts If mosquitos would 


agree.

Sky fall In love and Adelaide and Nathan 
renew their pledge. Amidst the tears, 
torment and the throw of the dice, love 
and marriage come up winners. 


The cast overcame enormous problems 


in the production, given in the upper 
gymnasium of the high school. No sound 
system, a makeshift platform stage, ter- 
rible ventilation and what can only be 
described as an inadequate area for this 
sort of performance. 


A simpler play, with fewer scenes, no 


singing, and minus the mass chorus and 
dance acts, would have been easier and 
better suited to the upper gym. But the 
kids, the ones the musical Is all about, 


would not have had nearly as good a 
time. The cast and crew members ob- 
viously loved the musical, the plot, their 
favorite songs and funny bits — and their 
enthusiasm communicated to the au- 
dience. 


Still, the play was too long. Mainly be- 


cause there were more than 15 scene 
changes stopping the action, although for 
only a minute or two. Ordinarily, action 
goes on In front of the curtain while 
changes progress behind. The limitations 
of the gym prohibited this. 


The best aid to the production was the 


pit orchestra. The group, under con- 
ductor Rollin Potter, kept the pace lively 
and the songs melodic. Alone, their con- 
cert would be a treat. 


The most superior scenes were per- 


formed on a narrow platform in front of 
the orchestra. Close-up, the actors re-, 
lated well to the audience. The words in 
the songs were more audible, the line of 
sight was vastly Improved, and the au- 
dience could feel more a part of the pro- 


duction. 


All the leads, Carol Thorsen as Sarah, 


Wayne Morgan as Nathan, Larry An- 
nable as Sky, and Mary Slingerland as 
Adelaide were definitely well cast. But 
Miss Slingerland was the spark that lit 
up the play. 


She was funny, effective with her ac- 


cent, poised and at ease, always in the 
spirit of the musical — put-on, exagger- 
ated, and slightly riduculous. Admittedly 
her character part lent Itself to antics — 
but it took skill to act as silly and stupid 
as Adelaide, and be funny in the process.

Board raps bill 
giving revenue 
share to transit 


Opposition was expressed by the Hoff- 


man Estates Village Board to a bill now 
pending in the Illinois House of Repre- 
scntatlvcs which would remove five per 
cent of local revenue-sharing receipts 
and give It to a mass transportation dis- 
trict. 


The board received a letter Monday 


f r o m Rep. Donald E. Deuster, 
R-Mundeleln, who Introduced H.B. 1046. 
Deuster asked for Its comments on the 
bill, particularly seeking reaction to the 
revenue sharing provision. He asked If 
local officials thought the five per cent 
amount was fair, and If they opposed any 
removal of their revenue sharing funds. 


While the board did not vote on the 


question, It agreed by consensus It op- 
posed any loss of revenue sharing funds. 
Trustee Dyrle Rathman also said he 
would oppose that source of financing be- 
cause the funds have not been estab- 
lished as a permanent dlsbursal to local 
governments, and could be discontinued 
In four years. 


IN OTHER action, the board removed 


a section of the second phase In proposed 
redevelopment of Hoffman Plaza shop- 
ping center before approving the site 
plan. The center stretches along the east 
side of Roselle Road between Higgins 
and Golf roads, and the portion removed 
from approval was a block protruding 
from the eastern edge of the property. 


Elimination of that portion from ap- 


proval for the time being was recom- 
mended by Village Atty. Edward Hofert, 
who requested a check Into zoning on the 
section. A Goodyear tire center Is plan- 
ned for construction In that area, roughly 
one-third of the second phase of rode- 
vcopmcnt. 


The board also awarded contracts for 


purchase of materials for the motor fuel 
tax road repair program for this sum- 
mer. 


Allied Asphalt Paving received a $6,700 


contract to provide asphalt material, and 
Meyer Materials received a $2,262 con- 
tract for providing concrete material. 
Only one other bid was received, with 
Arrow Road Construction Co. quoting a 
price of $9,000 for asphalt supplies.

that the April 1.1 meeting was Illegal be- 
cause notice of (he meeting did not meet 
all requirements for announcing a spe- 
cial meeting. Specifically, she contends 
the notice was faulty because: 


• The press received a different notice 


from the one sent to board members. 
The press notice did not stale that per- 
sonnel matters would be discussed at the 
meeting. 


• The address of the meeting place 


was not Included In the notices. 


Notices of board meetings arc sent out 


by the school administration. The secre- 
tary who normally prepares the notices 
said the address of the meeting and the 


mention of personnel matters was "inad- 
vertently" left out of the notices sent to 
the press. 


ORIGINALLY, the board was to meet 


with an assistant state's attorney in the 
Nlles office. According to Nlta Stamm, 
president of the Dist. 59 School Commu- 
nity Council, the meeting will be trans- 
ferred to the downtown Chicago office of 
the state's attorney. 


At the April 13 meeting, the board, by 


a 4-3 vote, approved a 10 per cent pay 
hike for James Ervltl, district superin- 
tendent. 


Mrs. Zanca, with Gerald Smiley and

Allen Sparks, board president, has said

was Illegal, the board would have to act 
again on the raise at another meeting, 
according to Sparks.

stretch between Central Road and Busse Avenue. 
A spokesman said that if the weather cooperates, 
the detour could be removed in about two weeks. 
If not, it will be about four weeks. Bad weather 


held up the start of the work for more than a 
week. Traffic is being sent over to Emerson Street 
to bypass the block-long construction. 


Dial-a-bus service urged for village 


Dlal-A-Bus service, in which buses op- 


erate on call like taxlcabs, may be 
available soon In Mount Prospect. The 
dialing service is part of an overall 
transportation plan proposed for Mount 
Prospect by Metron Systems Corp. 


Metron officials also have proposed 


rush hour service throughout the village 
to transport commuters to the Chicago 
and North 'Western Rwy. depot. There 
would be a least three trips during each 
rush hour. 


A secondary rush hour service would 


operate after the trips to the railroad 
station to transport residents from their 
dwelling places to places of employment 
within the village, including Industries, 
shopping and office centers. 


Plans are that the system would even- 


tually pay for itself. But until then, Met- 
ron officials have estimated the village 
would have to pay just under $7,000 a 
month to operate the program and anoth- 
er $3,600 to start it. 


THE VILLAGE board's fire and police 


committee, headed by Trustee George B, 
Anderson, will discuss the proposal at a 
committee meeting May 23. Anderson 
said the meeting will probably begin at 8 
p.m. in the village hall, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy. 


The primary problem as Anderson sees 


it would be the village's portion of the 
funding. He said his committee must dis- 
cuss the funding and explore possibilities 
such as use of motor fuel tax funds and 
federal grants, if available. 


"(The proposal) developed from a 


growing concern with Internal trans- 
portation and traffic congestion in the 
downtown area," Anderson said this 
week. It also turns out that Metron has 
its headquarters In the same Mount 
Prospect^ office building where Anderson 
has his business office. 


Anderson heard of Metron offering a 


similar transportation system to Elk 
Grove Village and Arlington Heights and 
said he then invited the company to sub- 
mit a porposal. Only Arlington Heights 
has agreed to adopt a Metron system. 
Buffalo Grove has also been aked to con- 
sider it. 


The Dial-A-Bus system would initially 


only cover a part of the village, but 
would be expanded to cover all the vil- 
lage and the neighboring fringe areas, 
Claude G. Luisada, Metron president, 
wrote in the proposal. 


A CUSTOMER would call up request- 


Ing transportation from one point to an- 
other in the village and within 10-20 min- 
utes the bus would pick him up. Trips 


would have some detours because other 
passengers would be continually picked 
up and dropped off. At least three 25-35 
passenger buses and two 12-16 passenger 
buses would be used at first. 


Proposed fares for the Dial-A-Bus 


would be 50 cents for one-way, 75 cents 
for a round trip, $20 for an unlimited 
monthly pass, $13,25 for an unlimited 
monthly senior pass (over age 55), and 
$15 for an unlimited monthly youth pass 
(under age 18). 


A monthly commuter pass would cost 


$16.50, while one-way fares would l?e $1 
and roundtrip fares would be $1.50. 


According to Luisada's figures, a typi- 


cal monthly cost for the system would be 
$19,605. Of that, $12,623 is expected to be 
paid through revenue by at least the 
fourth month. Luisada said the system 
could be paying for itself after six 
months' operation. 
. His use estimates list 300 commuters to 
the train station, 250 to in-town industries 
or shopping centers, and 5,617 Dial-A-Bus 
roundtrips each month. 


THESE RIDERSHIP figures could be 


high, however, especially for the Dial- 
A-Bus portion. In December, 1971, the 
village and Chamber of Commerce spon- 
sored a free Shopper's Special bus that 
averaged less than 12 riders per trip. 


At Easter time last year, another bus 


program set up by the village, Randhurst 
and United Motor Coach operated with 
rides costing up to 50 cents per trip. 
Again, the use was light, with just under 
13 riders comprising the average load. 


Village officials have long said that 


any bus system in the village would be 
competing with the automobile and for 
that reason officials have never been opti- 
mistic about the success of any program. 
The Metron system, however, would not 
be hampered as the other two were with 
a limited route that only covers a few 
major streets. The Dial-A-Bus system 
could operate on all village streets. 


PROPOSED HOURS of operation for 


the Metron system would be 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. Monday through Friday, 8 a.m. to 
11 p.m. Saturday, and 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
Sunday. 


Under proposed contract terms, the 


system would be operated for a year in- 
itially. Metron would be paid $500 -a 
month management fee, $75 a month per 
bus operation fee and 5 per cent of all 
revenues collected. 


That 5 per cent figure increases to 75 


per cent once the village has recouped 
all its expenses. The village then would 
receive the other 25 per cent of the reve- 
nue as profit.

pay raise rapped 
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A new High School Dist. 214 adminis- 


trative salary scale Is going Into effect, 
but the school board has balked at the 
possibility of giving one administrator a 
ralso of $4,180 because of it. 


The board adopted the administrative 


salary plan In April after receiving a 
$16,000 consultant's report. The salary 
scale adopted by the board sets min- 
imum and maximum salaries for each 
administrative job classification. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board 


Monday that 14 of the district's too ad- 
ministrators are now paid salaries below 
the mlnimums established for their jobs. 
Gilbert recommended that the board 
bring the 14 up to the mlnimums effec- 
tive May 1. 


The raises, Gilbert said, would cost the 


district an extra $2,241 between now and 
July l, the end of the fiscal year. In July 
the board may approve a raise of the 
salary scale for the 1973-74 school year, 
Gilbert added. 


Board member Jack Costello, who was 


absent when the board adopted the scale 
In April, objected to bringing the 14 up to 
the mlnimums In a single jump. "You 're 
talking about very large raises for some 
people," Costello said. 


UNDER THE recommendation, the 


largest raise would have been given to 
Asst. Business Mgr. Jack Swanson, who 
is now paid $15,820. Under the new sala- 
ry scale, the minimum for his job Is 
$20,000. 


Costello pointed out that If Swanson 


was given the $4,180 per year raise in 
May and the scale Is then raised in July, 
he would once again be entitled to a 
raise to keep him at the minimum pay. 


"I don't think you can get a better fel- 


low than Jack for that job," Costello 
sold, "but that's a lot of money. I don't 
think the assistant business manager's 
Job Is worth that much." 


OTHER BOARD members argued that 


the 14 administrators should be raised to 
the minimum salaries, although board 
member Jack Matthews said he could 
understand why the board might limit 
the total raise anyone would receive in 
any one year as they were moved toward 
the minimum. 


"I wish ue'd set a policy before this 


came up," Matthews said. "I can see 
how we could limit raises designed to 
eliminate Inequities to 10 per cent a 
year." 


The board finally agreed to the 10 per 


cent raise limit with the understanding 
that an employe 10 per cent or more be- 
low the minimum salary could receive 
an annual merit increase at Gilbert's 
recommendation in addition to the 10 per 
cent "Inequity" increase. 


OF THE J4 employes below the min- 


Imums only Swanson and two others, Re- 
glna Woolsoncroft, director of food ser- 
vices, and William Warner, assistant to 


the superintendent, are more than 10 per 
cent below. Swanson will receive an an- 
nual $1,582 raise effective May 1 and will 
be eligible for a second 10 per cent raise 
July 1.

Home buyers protection 
bill defeated in House

A bill aimed at protecting homebuyers 


was defeated last night by an Illinois 
House of Representatives committee. 


The bill's chief sponsor, Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, said she 
will reintroduce the bill in an improved 
form next year. 


The Residential Housing Disclosure 


Act, or as Mrs. Chapman said, "The 
people's right to know bill," was de- 
feated 10-5 by the House Registration and 
Regulation Committee. 


The bill would have required devel- 


opers of subdivisions with 10 or more 
homes, to provide buyers with relevant 
facts about their purchase. 


Testifying for the bill was Carol John- 


son of Schaumburg, who gave examples 
of problems residents could have avoided 
If they had certain information when 
they bought their homes. 


Robert Cook, a representative of the 


Illinois Association of Real Estate 
Boards, spoke against the bill as did Jer- 
ry Campbell of the Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. 


Mrs. Chapman said Campbell objected 


to the difficulty in providing such specif- 
ics as descriptions of the land conditions, 
adjacent zoning, and nearby schools. 


"WE CAN REFINE and strengthen the 


bill, Incorporating some of the committee 
comments and objections of the home 
builders association. But I believed it is 
basically a good bill as it is, and it is 
time for such legislation," Mrs. Chap- 
man said. 


One item Mrs. Johnson suggested will 


be included in the rewritten bill, Mrs. . 
Chapman said. This would require a 
home builder to meet the codes and stan- 
dards of the municipality. If he does not, 
the homeowner should be able to secure 
redress, she said. 


"It is basic that If people invest this 


much money in a home that they should 
be informed as to their purchase," she 
added.

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Strange saga of the Andrews couple: 3 years, no clues

Arlington Heights Police Deportment 


Hie 70-1031 la still open. 


It's a thick manlla folder In a drawer 


at the detective bureau that contains all 
known information about Air. and Mrs. 
Edward Andrews, who disappeared three 
years ago last night. 


The couple entered their 1969 black- 


ami-yellow Oldsmoblle at the Sheraton- 
Chicago Hotel that Friday night and van- 
ished before they reached their home at 
733 S. Vail Ave., Arlington Heights. 


The facts leading up to the mysterious 


disappearance arc simple enough. 


EDWAftD 
AND SOPHIA Andrews 


come to Arlington Heights from Chicago 
about 1967. They then moved to a brick 
homo on a quiet tree-shaded street two 
years later. 


Their neighbors said the couple, both 


62 years old, was friendly and frequently 
had visitors. 


Andrews worked as a manager for 


Miller Peerless Manufacturing Co., Chi- 
cago. His wief of six years was employed 
by Local Loan Co. for 27 years. 


They evidently had no financial wor- 


ries. The couple maintained several 
"large" bank accounts in the city and 
various suburbs. They also held stock in 
profitable companies. 


BUT THEN ON May 15,1970, they dis- 


appeared. 


On that day, Andrews lunched with his 


brother-in-law, John Rynak. He com- 
plained of not feeling well. Andrews re- 
turned to his office, but reportedly did no 
work the rest of the day. 


He picked up Sophia at her office and 


drove to a cocktail party at the Sheraton- 
Chicago, sponsored by the Women's Aux- 
iliary Beverage Institute. They remained 
from 6:15 until 9:30. 


The couple's fate begins to cloud at 


this point. Several persons remember 
seeing the Andrews at the party, but few 
spoke with them. 


Most witnesses said Sophia was in- 


toxicated when they left. In some reports 
Andrews was drunk; in others he was 
sober. 


The Andrews and another couple took 


the elevator to the underground garage 
and waited for their cars. 


WHETHER ANDREWS was drunk be- 


fore he entered the car is an area of 
dispute. But, once he was behind the 
wheel he became loud and boisterous. 


The garage manager, concerned about 


Andrew's condition, asked if he was able 
to drive. Andrews answered he was and

Wheeling Township board members 


last night adopted a budget of $214,460, 
which Includes a 33 per cent average pay 
hike for 0 township officials. 


The 1973-74 budget also Includes an ad- 


ditional $125,000 anticipated in federal 
revenue sharing funds which 
makes 


tho final figure $339,460. The revenue 
sharing figure was added to the budget 
so money can be appropriated when the 
board decides where it should bo spent. 
Without revenue sharing, the budget rep- 
resents a 4 per cent Increase over last 
year's. 


This year's allocation for salaries is 


Sol,000 compared to last year's figure of 
$3n,300, a $12,700 Increase. Township offi- 
cials voted themselves pay raises, rang- 
ing from 10 to 50 per cent, prior to an 
unopposed election In early April. The 
budget also provides a salary of $11,000 
to the township collect should he bo 
reinstated. 


Ethel Kolcrus, township supervisor, 


said the pay raises were to cover cost of 
living, merit and experience. Salaries 
are to absorb these factors for tho mem- 
bers' four-year terms. "Wo can't hove 
raises within our term," she said. 


THE TOWN FUND, from which the of- 


ficials' salaries arc paid, has a $163,160 
allocation, $9,701 more than last year, or 
a six per cent increase. In addition to 
salaries, tho money from the fund will bo 
used for township cemetery mainte- 
nance, Insurance, supplies, town hall, of- 
ficers and election expenses. 


Tho general assistance fund has dc-

Beautification 
group working on 
downtown park 


Arlington Beautification Council (ABC) 


is acting on plans to create a park down- 
town at the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. station. The park will eliminate 22 
commuter parking spaces. 


Plans include landscaping of a 30-foot 


wide park immediately south of North- 
west Highway from Evergreen to Dunton 
streets and painting the station building. 


"ABC believes there needs to be a re- 


vltalization of the central business dis- 
strict," said Jo Hayes, president. "We 
need an esthetic focal point in the com- 
. munlty." 


THE PROJECT will begin after the 


village accepts bids for landscaping and 
excavating work, according to Mrs. 
Hayes. Village Mgr. L. H. Hanson said 
that the bids will go out "within the next 
few weeks." 


Railroad officials have agreed to 


repaint the station on June 1, says Mrs. 
Hayes. 
"It is ABC's desire to take this rather 


ramshackle old building and create a 
charming, if nostalgic, focal point of the 
community," said Mrs. Hayes. "We are 
recommending to the officials that they 
paint the station gold." 


The depot had its last major painting 


more than six years ago when the Job was 
done by Arlington Heights Lions and Ju- 
nior Woman's club, she said. 


OTHER MAJOR changes are to con- 


struct a brick wall with raised planters 
from Evergreen to Dunton streets. A 
garden area running parallel with the 
wail will Include 13 varieties of flowers, 
shrubbery and trees. The landscape de- 
sign •will incorporate existing trees and 
large plants. Varieties were chosen so 
that some will bloom every season, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Hayes. 


In order to plant the garden, a row of 


22 parking spaces north of the station 
will be eliminated. A second row of com- 
muter parking will remain, says Mrs. 
Hayes. 


Earl Johnson, executive director of the 


Arlington Heights Chamber of Com- 
merce, said the parking spaces are im- 
portant to the village business district, 
but added that the chamber Is In favor of 
the beautification project. 


"We would like to maintain as much of 


the parking as possible," said Johnson. 
"Parking in the central business area 
has always been a problem. We want the 
maximum amount of parking and every- 
thing must be done to make this a profit* 
able area," he said. 


"BUT WE UNDERSTAND that beau- 


tification is important The chamber is 
very Interested in cooperating with ABC 
every way possible," said Johnson.

ing, Walsh said. 


"Sooner or later we're going to have to
